Bail hearing 
Friday For 
Rosenkrantz

A fter spending 15 years behind 
bars for killing his basher, gay 
prisoner Robert Rosenkrantz 
could be freed as early as next week. 

Los Angeles County Superior 
Court Judge Kathryne Ann Stoltz has 
scheduled & bail hearing for 
Rosenkrantz on Friday, December 15. 
A hearing to decide whether to per¬ 
manently free Rosenkrantz on parole 
is scheduled for January 18. 

The state is expected to strongly 
oppose both Rosenkrantz’s release on 
bail and his permanent parole. In her 
order announcing Friday’s bail hear¬ 
ing, Stoltz wrote that if bail is granted, 
Rosenkrantz would not be released 
for five working days in order to give 
the state time to appeal. 

Rosenkrantz’s fight for parole has 
been tied up in the courts for more 
than a year. Stoltz first ordered him 
paroled last year but her order was 
later blocked by Governor Gray Davis. 

Stoltz countered Davis’s veto by 
ordering that the parole board hold 
another hearing for Rosenkrantz, find 
him suitable for parole, and set a re¬ 
lease date. The board reluctantly or¬ 
dered parole for Rosenkrantz at a 
June 30 hearing but Davis again 
blocked it in October, on the last day 
of his deadline to do so. If Davis had 
done nothing, Rosenkrantz would 
have been freed in October. 

Davis once vowed to veto the parole 
of all convicted murderers, but he re¬ 
cently approved the parole of Rose Ann 
Parker who was convicted of second- 
degree murder for killing her abusive 
boyfriend. Parker was freed last week 
after spending 15 years in prison. 

The state attorney general’s office, 
acting on behalf of the Davis-ap¬ 
pointed Board of Prison Terms, has 
tried unsuccessfully to get Stoltz re¬ 
moved from the case. Last month, 
Stoltz deferred the case to the Court 
of Appeals but the higher court 
kicked it back to her. 

Last April, the three-judge panel of 
the. 2nd District Court of Appeals 
strongly affirmed Stoltz’s opinion that 
Rosenkrantz was denied due process 
and was unjustly denied parole. After 
losing in two courts, the state ap¬ 
pealed Rosenkrantz’s parole to the 
California Supreme Court but the 
high court refused to hear the case. 

Rosenkrantz was 18 in 1985 and 
had just graduated from high school 
when he was attacked and outed by a 
former classmate, Steve Redman. 
Rosenkrantz later confronted Red¬ 
man with an Uzi and demanded he 
recant his outing. The pair argued 
and Rosenkrantz opened fire, shoot¬ 
ing Redman 10 times. 

Rosenkrantz eventually turned 
himself in and was convicted of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder. He was sen¬ 
tenced to 17-years-to-life and has 
been eligible for parole since 1996. ▼

he fear and loathing that many gay po¬ 
litical organizations expressed during 
the fall election campaign has mellowed 
into a cautiously optimistic view of 
what may 
occur in Washington 
over the next two 
years, should George 
W. Bush prevail. 

Rich Tafel is exec¬ 
utive director of Log 
Cabin Republicans, 
which endorsed 
Bush. He wanted to 
“downplay any ex¬ 
pectations” of a Bush 
administration, as 
well as the fears. 

Tafel believes 
that conservatives 
are going to put a lot 
of demands on Bush 
but that “his instinct 
is not to go in that 

direction.” The thin Republican edge in the 
House and virtual power sharing in the Sen¬ 
ate will reinforce that. “The message from the 
election is that moderation works.” 

Perhaps the most encouraging sign in this 
delayed transition, for Tafel, is that Andrew 
Card has been appointed Bush’s White House 
chief of staff. Card is a Massachusetts Repub¬ 
lican in the mold of gay-friendly former Gov¬ 
ernor William Weld.

Dick'Cheney has “a sensibility 
abtfut homosexuality,” said Tafel. 

That was evident in his support of 
his congressional aide and later 
Defense Department spokesman 
Pete Williams, when he was 
“outed” as gay while Cheney was 
defense secretary. He also 
told Congress that being 
gay did not make one a 
security risk. 

The fact that his 
daughter Mary has since 
come out as a lesbian has 
only deepened that sen¬ 
sibility. “It is not some¬ 
thing that he is ever 
going to wear on his 
sleeve, but he isn’t going 
to take kindly to any kind of anti- 
_ gay anything,” said Tafel. He cited 
I Cheney’s linking of religious right 
| icon Gary Bauer and the Human 
j5 Rights Campaign for 
“ both attacking his 
daughter this summer. 

Nancy Buermeyer, a 
lobbyist with HRC, said, “There is 
an enormous amount that a pres¬ 
ident can do that doesn’t necessar¬ 
ily make the headlines.” Those in¬ 
clude executive orders, regula¬ 
tions, and inclusive interpretations 
of existing procedures. Lower level 
political appointees can be crucial 
in making these types of decisions. 

She said that they would not

W ell, they did it. Despite all 
the big money behind 
Mayor Willie Brown’s 
candidates for supervisor, pro¬ 
gressive independents stole the 
show on Tuesday, December 12, 
winning the runoff elections over¬ 
whelmingly and delivering a mes¬ 
sage that the people of San Fran¬ 
cisco have had enough. 

Voter turnout was estimated at 
about 30 percent, compared to 
66.6 perceflt in the general elec¬ 
tion November 7. 

In every race in each of the 
nine districts up for grabs, may¬ 
oral-backed candidates were 
stunned by some close races and 
devastating defeat. As its stands, 
the future looks clear: say goodbye 
to Supervisors Michael Yaki, Amos 
Brown, and Mabel Teng, welcome 
back Supervisors Leland Yee, 
Mark Leno, Tom Ammiano, and 
Gavin Newsom, and get ready for 
a whole new crop of supervisors 
who won against all odds. Ammi¬ 
ano and Newsom each avoided 
runoffs by winning outright in 
their districts last month. 

District 1 saw Yaki, with 47 
percent of the vote, go down in 
defeat to teacher and activist Jake 
McGoldrick, who won 53 percent 
of the vote. McGoldrick was an 
author of Proposition L, the slow- 
growth initiative that was narrow¬ 
ly defeated by absentee ballots in 
November. 

District 3 ushered in environ¬ 
mentalist Aaron Peskin with 59.6 
percent of the vote, beating the 
openly gay college board member 
Lawrence Wong, who garnered 
just 40.4 percent. 

In District 4, Yee held onto his 
seat with 55.8 percent of the vote 
against challenger John Shanley, 
who came in with 44.2 percent. 
District 5 residents, perhaps 


the most liberal in the city, over¬ 
whelmingly went for deputy pub¬ 
lic defender Matt Gonzalez, giving 


him 66.1 percent of the vote. 
Challenger Juanita Owens, a les¬ 
bian and City College dean, got 
just 33.9 percent of the vote; 
Owens, a member of the Board of 
Education until her term expires 
next month, had originally cam¬ 
paigned with Willie Brown’s pho¬ 
tograph but later cropped him out 
and declared herself “the only De¬ 
mocrat” in the district. Gonzalez, 
an otherwise lifelong Democrat, 
switched to the Green* Party last 
month when he became disillu¬ 
sioned by the Democrats’ exclu¬ 
sion of lefty issues. 

District 6 was again seen as a 
big “no” to Brown’s attempt to 
keep his board majority when the 
openly gay Chris Dittenhafer, a 
bank manager who moved to the 
district at the last minute to run 
for office, captured just 18.8 per¬ 
cent of the vote. Front-runner 
Chris Daly, a housing advocate, 
drew 81.2 percent of the vote.

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Lawsuit against 
SFFD moves forward

i|P he San Francisco Fire De- 

I partment may soon be busy 
trying to quell an explosion 
of its own. 

The deposition of a firefighter 
accused of launching a verbal and 
physical assault upon a gay man 
was completed on November 29, 
according to Waukeen McCoy, the 
attorney for the alleged victim. 
The case, filed in the United States 
District Court of Northern Cali¬ 
fornia, failed to reach a settlement 
on December 6 and will now enter 
the discovery phase. The lawsuit 
seeks general and punitive dam¬ 
ages on the basis that the firefight¬ 
er violated the victim’s civil rights 
in direct opposition to state law 
prohibiting discriminatory and/or 
violent acts on the basis of actual 
or perceived sexual orientation. 

According to the lawsuit, the 
SFFD responded to a report of a 
water main burst on March 30, 
1999, at a Market Street apartment 
building. Firefighter Jack Walker 
was having difficulty accessing a 
neighboring building, and Dennis 
Bower, a local resident, asked him 
if he needed any help.

“Why don’t you get away from 
me you fucking faggot,” was Walk¬ 
er’s alleged response. 

Bower then went into the 
building to see if he could assist 
other firefighters inside, then exit¬ 
ed again, this time making eye 
contact with Walker, who was sit¬ 
ting behind the wheel of the fire 
truck. 

“Walker promptly made an ob¬ 
scene gesture,” according to the law¬ 
suit. “Plaintiff then threw his hands 


up in disgust. At that point, Walker 
bolted from the cab of the truck, 
slammed plaintiff against a wall, 
and punched him in the eye. Walk¬ 
er was pulled from plaintiff by three 
or four other firefighters. As he was 
pulled away, Walker screamed, ‘Let 
me at the little queer.’” 

While much of the evidence 
still has to be collected, McCoy 
said he is hopeful his client will 
prevail. 

“In my deposition of the ac¬ 
cused firefighter, he admitted to 
having gone through 96 hours of 
anger management classes for 
other incidents. He confirmed he 
had used the word ‘queer’ before. 
And he admitted to shoving my 
client, although he denied hitting 
him in the face.” 

McCoy said that Walker had 
also been instructed not to answer 
any questions about previous bat¬ 
tery charges, previous arrests, and 
discipline while on the job. 

“I hope to get an order to se¬ 
cure that information,” said 
McCoy. “On the day in question, 
this firefighter acted like a rene¬ 
gade. His duty is to protect mem¬ 
bers of public, but his behavior 
opposed that principle. That he’s 
still working in the same station 
serving the neighborhood where 
my client lives is ridiculous.” 

The city attorney’s office, which 
is representing the fire department 
in the matter, failed to respond to 
phone calls from the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter by press time. ▼

C oming up with a reasonable 
estimate of how many new 
HIV infections are taking 
place in San Francisco each year 
seems to have become a political 
hot potato for the city’s Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health and the 
University of California, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s AIDS Research Institute. 

Although DPH and ARI co¬ 
hosted a secret meeting on the 
subject last May, resulting in the 
controversial proposal that be¬ 
tween 750 and 900 people were 
likely to be infected with HIV in 
the city this year - an increase of 
at least 50 percent over a previous 
estimate - the meeting was con¬ 
sidered preliminary, a fact that 
was largely overlooked when the 
story made international head¬ 
lines after being leaked to the news 
media in late June 

Initially, a second and final

Court rules for Bush, 
Gore said to withdraw

mericans were looking to 
the U.S. Supreme Court to 
resolve the confusion and 
bring closure to the 2000 presi¬ 
dential election. Late on Tuesday, 
December 12, the court delivered 
a muddled series of six separate 
opinions totaling 65 pages. 

The practical effect was to re¬ 
inforce the fact that George W. 
Bush led the Florida vote on elec¬ 
tion night, and with it a majority 
of electoral votes necessary to be¬ 
come the next president of the 
United States. Nothing that has 
transpired in multiple courtrooms 
in Florida, Atlanta, and Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. over the last month has 
changed that fact. 

At press time, Vice President A1 
Gore had asked his legal team to 
cease their efforts and planned to 
address the nation on the evening 
of December 13. It is believed that 
he will withdraw from the election 


contest. The Bush campaign has 
indicated that the governor will 
not speak until some point after 
Gore’s address. 

In an unsigned decision, seven 
members of the court found “con¬ 
stitutional problems with the re¬ 
count ordered by the Florida 


Supreme Court that demand a 
remedy.” The lack of standards in 
the hand recount, and testimony 
that varying standards were used 
to hand count ballots, both be¬ 
tween and within counties, were 
violations of equal protection

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An end at last 


A s you read this today, Vice President 
A1 Gore will have likely ended his bid 
for the presidency and conceded the 
bitterly contested 2000 election to Texas 
Governor George W. Bush. Tuesday night’s 
historic decision by the U.S. Supreme Court 
has cleared the way for Bush to become the 
nation’s 43rd president, though by a slim 5- 
4 margin. 

It’s not surprising that the conservative 
majority of the court effectively blocked the 
Florida recount (the five justices making up 
the majority signaled their intent with last 
Saturday’s emergency stay that abruptly 
halted the recount approved by the Florida 
Supreme Court last Friday). What is trou¬ 
blesome about the court’s ruling, however, is 
that the conservative justices, known for de¬ 
ferring to states’ rights in such cases, swung 
the opposite way and intervened in what 
was clearly a state issue - the ability to get 
an accurate and fair recount of the Florida 
ballots. The court has demonstrated that it 
is not above partisan politics, just like the 
legislative and executive branches of gov¬ 
ernment. Several of the dissenting members 
strongly disagreed with the majority and 
said the high court should have never taken 
the case. “The position by the majority of 
this court can only lend credence to the 
most cynical appraisal of the work of judges 
throughout the land,” wrote Justice John 
Paul Stevens in his scathing dissent. 

As a result, the recount in Florida was 
ruled unconstitutional and the justices ruled 
that time for a recount had effectively run out 
for Gore. In determining that the equal pro¬ 
tection clause of the Constitution had been 
violated by the Florida recount - that is, there 
were no uniform standards in place - the 
court agreed by a 7-2 margin. Justices Stevens 
and Ruth Bader Ginsburg dissented on that 
decision, and were confident that such uni¬ 
form standards could be devised and that a 
recount could be completed by December 18, 
when the Electoral College formally meets. 
The court’s majority, however, established 
December 12 as the cutoff date, and since it 
issued its ruling at 10 p.m. Eastern Standard 
Time on the 12th, it quickly became evident 
that Gore’s fight had ended. 

In the aftermath of this year’s marathon 
election, we hope counties and states will 
carefully examine their election procedures. 
Everything from the type and design of the 
ballot to what constitutes a valid vote should 
be thoroughly debated; and where appro¬ 
priate, legislation should be enacted to en¬ 
sure that in the next presidential election, 
every effort is made to count every vote ac¬ 


curately and fairly. 

Now it is up to Gore and Bush to work 
to unify the country, which is evenly divid¬ 
ed in what was the closest presidential elec¬ 
tion in over 100 years. Gore won the na¬ 
tional popular vote by some 300,000 
ballots, and there will probably al¬ 
ways be lingering questions 
about which candidate really 
won in Florida. 

During the campaign, Bush 
claimed that he was a “unifier, not a 
divider”; now he will have an opportuni¬ 
ty to prove it. One of the first things he 
needs to do is meet with 
African American leaders. 

Bush lost the African American 
vote by about 9-1, according to 
the Washington Post, and that community 
encountered much difficulty in parts of 
Florida on Election Day. There have been re¬ 
ports of intimidation by law enforcement 
personnel, and polling workers who denied 
some African Americans the right to vote 
even though they were legally registered. 

Another thing Bush should do is meet 
with congressional leaders of both parties, 
so that next year, work can begin on several 
important issues that were debated during 
the campaign. It is clear that with Republi¬ 
cans holding a slight edge in the House and 
with a 50-50 tie in the Senate, bipartisanship 
will be necessary in order to accomplish 
anything. Bush may not get all of his leg¬ 


islative proposals passed, but there should 
be room to compromise and succeed on is¬ 
sues such as Social Security reform and pre¬ 
scription drug coverage for seniors. 

Democrats, meanwhile, have a chance to 
regroup and prepare candidates for the 2002 
congressional races so that they can re¬ 
take the House of Representatives and 
break the deadlock in the Senate. 

As for the future of equal rights for 
gays and lesbians, well, we don’t fore¬ 
see much hope for progress at the fed¬ 
eral level. While Bush met with gay 
^ Republicans earlier this year, he cer¬ 
tainly hasn’t made equal rights 
for gays a central campaign 
theme and it’s doubtful that 
there will be openly gay and 
lesbian appointments in the Bush adminis¬ 
tration. It’s also clear that Bush won with 
the help of the religious right; and while 
that group was largely silent during the 
campaign in order not to turn off more 
moderate voters, it’s likely the Christian 
conservatives will be knocking on the White 
House door looking to implement their 
right wing and discriminatory measures, 
particularly over the issues of abortion and 
gay rights. 

If Bush is truly the “unifier” he claims to 
be, we hope that he will be able to listen to 
all sides of the issues and to resist the urge to 
further divide the country. It’s going to be a 
tall order for him to fill. T 




Alone for the holidays

hat are you doing for the holi¬ 
days?” People always ask. 

When I tell them I am spending 
it alone, they look at me like I just sodom¬ 
ized a toddler on their antique Persian car¬ 
pet. 

And then they invite me to dinner! 

I have over 10 dinner invitations, four 
brunches, two potlucks, a spa weekend offer, 
and it’s not even December 15 yet. Anything 
people can do to insure that I’m not spend¬ 
ing the holidays alone, they’ve done. 

Last Christmas, atTny parent’s house, 
with a Willie Brown smile shellacked to my 
face; I hugged and shook hands with an 
endless parade of people, most of whom I 
couldn’t remember meeting. I felt like a 
bride at a bad wedding - a bride without the 
dress. One particular woman started laugh¬ 
ing when she saw me. She had to be 80 years 
old. I said hello and wished her the best of 
the holiday season, but she just kept gig¬ 
gling. Finally, her husband intervened. 

“You see, my wife hasn’t seen you since 
you were four.” 

“No, Herbert, let me explain,” the 
woman said, regaining composure. “I 
haven’t seen you since Christmas of 1974 
and, oh my word, I am blushing so! You kept 
taking your penis out of your pants and 
showing it to me. ‘This is my penis’ you 
would say. You seemed so proud of it. Oh, 


God, and here you are now, a grown man. 
I’m just so embarrassed!” 

What does one say to something like 
this? 

“Well, I promise I won’t show you my 
penis tonight, unless you ask really nicely.” I 
winked at her and she laughed so hard she 
almost went into cardiac arrest right there 
in front of me. 

So this year, I am going to stay in San 
Francisco. Not lonely, just alone. 

With apologies to Garbo, the 
truth is I want to be alone. I love my 
family. They are nurturing and sup¬ 
portive and I can’t wait to celebrate 
the holidays with them - in March, 
when all the holiday fast paced, 
buy-it-now-before-it’s-too-late 
craziness has died down. 

I remember the last 
holiday season I spent 
alone, which was more or 
less thrust upon me. It was 1992 and, fresh¬ 
ly returned from a teaching gig in Europe, I 
was 22, poor, alone, and newly out to my 
family as gay. I was slaving at Blooming- 
dale’s department store schlepping clothing 
I’d never be able to afford at my $6 per hour 
pay rate. Homeless, I was couch-surfing 
with various friends until I saved enough 
money to get my own apartment. My 
boyfriend at the time was home with his 
family, as were all my friends. I had no 
home, no lover, and no money. 

Unhappy and alone, I filled that holiday 


season with volunteer work, church work, 
homeless outreach, soup kitchen support, 
and warm clothing drives. In the end, I 
think this vegetarian fag pulled apart over 
30 turkeys! The work gave me purpose, 
filled the hours, and showed me that my 
own perceived misfortunes were much less 
than so many others were. 

Happy and alone in 2000,1 don’t think I’ll 
fight to fill every waking moment of this hol¬ 
iday season with activity. I may pick up that 
book that’s been gathering dust on my bed¬ 
side table, the one I’ve been telling myself I 
am too busy to read. Maybe I’ll go 
for that hike up to Corona 
Heights that I’ve been meaning 
to do for years now and then take 
a bath using my roommate’s 
sweet-smelling foot scrub. 
I might go have a pint of 
beer at a pub down the 
street and buy a drink for 
someone. Maybe I’ll fix myself my favorite 
dinner and bring half of it to the schizo¬ 
phrenic guy that sleeps on my apartment 
steps in the colder months. I may actually 
discover that I enjoy my own company. Then 
I can sit quietly and think of all the things I 
have to be grateful for, and there is so much, 
I realize that I might need more than just one 
holiday season to think of it all. T

Many local small businesses who donate to our an¬ 
nual World AIDS Day raffle have asked us to respond 
to your recent stories on the group of people calling 
themselves ACT UP/San Francisco. 

B.A.R. readers should know that ACT UP/San 
Francisco has been disavowed and disowned by the 
AC UP network comprised of chapters in Philadel¬ 
phia, New York, Washington, D.C., Paris, the East Bay, 
Cleveland, Boston, Los Angeles, and Survive AIDS 
(formerly ACT UP/Golden Gate). We work closely 
with Doctors Without Borders, Consumer Project on 
Technology (a Nader offshoot), South Africa’s Treat¬ 
ment Action Campaign, the International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights Commission, HealthGAP 
(Global Action Campaign), and the California Nurs¬ 
es Association, among others. 

We all believe that HIV is, at the very least, a major 
co-factor causing AIDS, and that AIDS is a global cat¬ 
astrophe. We also believe that all HIV infected indi¬ 
viduals should have access to treatments currently 
available only in industrialized countries. 

ACT UP/SF has usurped our name, 
damaged our credibility and hurt many 
HIV infected people with their messian¬ 
ic misinformation campaign, “HIV does 
not cause AIDS, AIDS is over.” Their sheer 
hypocrisy is demonstrated by their $1.6 
million annual business of selling med¬ 
ical marijuana to people with a “harm¬ 
less” virus. If they argue that this is al¬ 
ternative treatment, why did they campaign to stop 
federal funding to other treatments such as acupunc¬ 
ture, vitamins, and Chinese herbs?

Shove that camera up yours, faggot 

After a bystander videotaped police beating Rod¬ 
ney King, many citizens realized photographic obser¬ 
vation might encourage police to reduce their vio¬ 
lence. So freedom-lovers asked the California Legisla¬ 
ture to enact a state law that would spell out, in lay per¬ 
son’s English, everyone’s right to photograph police 
activity in public, at least within the bounds of safety. 

Oh no, replied the solons soothingly, that’s not 
needed, because one already has that right, from our 
state and federal constitutions. 

Yeah, sure. Just try explaining constitutional theo¬ 
ries of civil liberty to an armed straight man who 
thinks he is the law. Or even to a female or queer cop. 

On December 6, around 1:45 in the afternoon, on 
Taylor near Eddy, in San Francisco’s Tenderloin, I no¬ 
ticed a uniformed male SFPD officer searching two 
male suspects. Being an ACLU member, I watched 
from a respectful distance. 

When the officer saw me and my small camera, he 
yelled at me. After he finished searching the suspects, 
he strode directly toward me, in a threatening manner. 
So I took his picture, to record his badge number. He 
said, “Shove that camera up your ass, faggot.” 

Did he think I would feel intimidated by being 
identified as a “faggot”? Rather, I consider it an honor 
to be classed with Alfred Kinsey, Bayard Rustin, and 
Allen Ginsberg. 

I don’t plan to reveal his identity, because I con¬ 
sider him representative of police culture, even here 
in “Liberalia.” Police departments dislike cameras, be¬ 
cause they fear effective public scrutiny of police be¬ 
havior. Verbal complaints by mere civilians are easily 
ignored. Yet even biased people tend to believe what 
they see. 

Years after Rodney King’s unearned fame, Califor¬ 
nia still needs a photographic sunshine statute.

Alice meeting explained 

Reading Eric Bernier’s letter last month, we are 
writing to correct the inaccuracies and to respond to 
some of his observations of our Alice B. Toldas Les¬ 
bian & Gay Democratic Club July meeting. First, our 
regular monthly meetings are open to the public 
whether they be in a restaurant or in a meeting room 
or in a hallway - which we have had to do in the past 
due to the lack of affordable meeting spaces in the 
city. 

Second, Mr. Bernier’s partner, Gary Virginia, was 
informed by e-mail about the nature of this meeting 
- an early endorsement for queer elected officials with 
legislative experience. There was an interest in doing 
this because these community leaders have demon¬ 
strated an ability to get things done for our commu¬ 
nity and for our city, they were all members of Alice, 
and they have all had some kind of contact with our 
club in the past year discussing issues, constituent 
concerns and ideas. 

Gary Virginia presented his platform at the meet¬ 
ing. He spoke about his campaign. He also stated he 
knew very little about the political organizations in 
SF to contact for his bid for supervisor. That didn’t go 
very well with the members. 

The LGBT political power is the strongest and 
most diverse it has ever been in San Francisco. It may 
be a surprise to Mr. Bernier, but it is no surprise to us 
that there are lively discussions at San Francisco po¬ 
litical meetings. Our meetings are no different, espe¬ 
cially when the discussion turns to the endorsements 
of candidates. 

However, regarding the Tom Ammiano endorse¬ 
ment discussion referenced by Bernier at our meet¬ 
ing, it took the club leadership standing up and re¬ 
minding our members that we, as a responsible com¬ 
munity, need to make decisions based on the issues 
and on the ability of our leaders to represent our com¬ 
munity fairly. Not on the basis of who has endorsed 
whom in past elections. 

Some individuals in Alice have personal bones to 
pick with this supervisor but few could say he has not 
done a great service to our LGBT community and to 
the development of queer power in San Francisco or 
that he is not a leader in his own right. 

The same applies to Supervisor Mark Leno, our 
endorsed candidate in District 8. Supervisor Leno cre¬ 
ated the first-ever Transgender Civil Rights Imple¬ 
mentation Task Force, has been the lead on the Board 
of Supervisors to create more affordable housing, and 
has been fighting oversized development and to pro¬ 
tect the character of the district. Our membership has 
been extremely supportive of Mark Leno for his com¬ 
munity work before he became an elected official and 
in his tenure at City Hall. He has always demonstrat¬ 
ed leadership, compassion and a tireless work ethic. 

We have nothing to hide about our discussions 
that take place at Alice meetings. In fact, many of our 
members have been active with other queer political 
groups where dissent is not welcome and their opin¬ 
ions shut out. We are proud of the work that has gone 
into building this club so that our members feel em¬ 
powered to bring up dissenting view points and that 
discussions are welcome at our meetings. 

Though there seems to be very vocal dissenters to 
queer power in San Francisco, from our own queer 
community and from the homophobic sector of the 
next page ► 
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straight community pushing to regain what they see 
as lost power, we have proven queer leadership on the 
Board of Supervisors. 

It takes leadership to remind our queer supporters 
and voters in San Francisco about the work of our 
LGBT leaders and why we should not be making de¬ 
cisions based on vindictiveness and spite, but on the 
merits of our queer leaders and the work they have 
done to create the power base we now enjoy. 

It is the leadership of many of our queer leaders 
like Assemblywoman Carole Migden and Supervisor 
Mark Leno who have paved the way for us.

Democracy: Version 2000 

Leaders in the United States often claim that we 
have the best democracy because we were the first 
modern nation to adopt it. However, in democracy, 
as with software, the first version is usually not the 
best version. The continuing saga in Florida highlights 
the ways in which we do not yet have a fully func¬ 
tioning democracy. Other countries that have been in¬ 
spired by the United States to create electoral democ¬ 
racies have learned important lessons and made im¬ 
provements over the years - improvements we should 
follow. 

Locally here in Oakland, we took an important 
step this November by passing the League of Women 
Voters’ Measure I to guarantee the voters of Oakland 
the right to choose council members to fill vacancies. 
Meanwhile, at the Alameda County level, vacant seats 
are still filled by appointment, not by election, leav¬ 
ing the will of the voters silent - an omission that 
should be corrected. 

Nationally, it is time to get rid of the Electoral Col¬ 
lege. It is inappropriate, and should be unconstitu¬ 
tional, to have a system in which someone can be 
elected president by an arcane system, designed for 
pre-telephone times, despite losing the popular vote. 
Second, it is time to elect federal offices by instant 
runoff voting (IRV) - also known as “ranked” or 
“preference” voting. Under such systems, voters get to 
number their choices (first choice, second choice). 
Under our current system, the principle of majority 
rule is violated, because the candidate who gets the 
most votes wins, even if they receive far less than 50 
percent of the vote. Under IRV, if no one wins a ma¬ 
jority on first choice ballots, then second choices are 
used to determine the outcome. This system lets 
everyone vote for the candidate they actually want, 
and ensures that the person who gets the presidency 
does so with the support of the majority of voters - 
and thus, fulfills the real vision of democracy. 

Over the long run, we should study using the sys¬ 
tems of other countries, such as proportional repre¬ 
sentation, that guarantee a voice in the government 
for everyone. (Right now, a party that gets 49 percent 
of the votes nationwide might get 0 percent of the 
seats in our government. Under a European-style sys¬ 
tem, the party that got 49 percent of the votes would 
get 49 percent of the representatives.) 

We need to bring greater attention to the other 
Florida scandal - the intentional disenfranchisement 
of the African American community. There is ample 
evidence that police in Florida worked actively to pre¬ 
vent black voters from making it to the polls, using 
intimidation, roadblocks, and illegally demanding 
two forms of identification. Our nation has a long and 
disreputable history of denying the right to vote to 
people of color that continues to this day. This injus¬ 
tice deserves at least as much attention as the much- 
debated problem of dimpled chads. 

Meanwhile, the work to enact meaningful cam¬ 
paign finance reform will continue, as more and more 
people demand that politicians not be for sale to the 
highest bidder. There are increasing concerns about 
corruption and backroom deals which occur when 
candidates receive vast campaign contributions from 
the same companies that they give contracts to. We 
need to speak out in support of fair elections, includ¬ 
ing the counting of every vote, and a financing system 


that avoids corruption. 

The ideal of a system in which leaders are chosen 
in free, open elections by the will of the people is a 
goal worth striving for. The current challenges we face 
should be a call to action to fulfill these ideals.

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Migden’s legislation; 
Clinton on DADT

A ssemblywoman Carole 
Migden’s domestic partners 
legislation - the very first 
piece of legislation that the San 
Francisco assemblywoman intro¬ 
duced in the Legislature last week 
- would expand the limited pro¬ 
tections for domestic partners 
under current California law. 

The new bill, AB25, launched 
last Monday on the same day as 
the organizational session of the 
new Assembly, would provide 
many basic economic 
rights for lesbian and gay 
families that most Cali¬ 
fornia families take for 
granted. “Lesbian and gay 
families are an impor¬ 
tant part of the main¬ 
stream of life in this 
state, and the 
law needs to 
catch up,” 

Migden said. 

“Current law allows families to 
obtain health insurance for their 
dependents, pass on property, and 
defend their economic rights in 
court. Lesbian and gay families 
need these protections, too. These 
are simple, basic rights, not special 
rights.”

Economic rights in Migden’s 
newly-introduced bill include the 
ability to: inherit property with¬ 
out a will or administer an estate; 
seek compensation for the loss of 
economic or emotional support; 
make medical decisions in the 
hospital or act as a conservator; 
relocate with a domestic partner 
without losing unemployment 
benefits; use sick leave to care for a 
family member; and extend em¬ 
ployer-based health coverage to 
domestic partners of small busi¬ 
nesses and cover dependents 
without additional taxation. 

The proposed legislation will 
be considered by the Legislature in 
2001. 

President Bill Clinton, looking 
back at his eight years in the pres¬ 
idency, said in a current Rolling 
Stone interview that the Republi¬ 
cans in Washington outmaneu- 
vered him into a failed policy on 
gays in the military. In his first 
days in office, Clinton said, the Re¬ 
publicans “didn’t want me to have 
a honeymoon,” so forced the issue 
of his campaign promise to allow 
gays to serve openly in the mili¬ 
tary, knowing they had the votes 
in Congress to defeat it. “And it 
was only then that I worked out 
with [General] Colin Powell this 
‘don’t ask, don’t tell’ thing,” Clin¬ 
ton said, acknowledging that “it 


was a brilliant political move” on 
the part of the Republican leader, 
former Senator Bob Dole, whose 
“top priority was making this the 
controversy that would consume 
the early days of my presidency.” 

Politics and people 

The Tuesday, December 12 
runoff elections for supervisor in 
a couple of districts got a bit heat¬ 
ed, if not downright nasty, during 
the end before this week’s vote - 
particularly in District 5 between 
Juanita Owens and Matt Gon¬ 
zalez; District 7 between 
Mabel Teng and 
Tony Hall; and Dis¬ 
trict 8 between Mark 
Leno and Eileen 
Hansen. Incidental¬ 
ly, the SF Republican 
Party, failing patheti¬ 
cally in an attempt in 
November to 
elect one of 
their own to 
the 11-mem¬ 
ber board, chose to endorse in¬ 
cumbent Supervisors Leland Yee 
in District 4, Amos Brown in 
District 11 and Linda Richard¬ 
son in an open seat race in Dis¬ 
trict 10. 

They don’t speak openly about 
it in Washington (well, not too 
loudly, anyway) but with South 
Carolina Senator Strom Thur¬ 
mond having celebrated his 98th 
birthday last week, and needing at 
least a couple of much younger 
aides to practically carry him to 
the floor of the Senate every time 
he puts in an appearance, Capitol 
Hill observers are quietly pointing 
out that the Democratic governor 
of South Carolina would be ex¬ 
pected to appoint a Democrat to 
Thurmond’s seat, thus breaking 
the 50-50 tie in favor of the De¬ 
mocrats, should Thurmond have 
to depart the Senate. 

Incidentally, yet another ailing, 
aging Republican senator, Jesse 
Helms of North Carolina, was 
hospitalized again recently with 
pneumonia, although the 79-year- 
old homophobe was seen shuf¬ 
fling around the Capitol this week. 
North Carolina, too, has a Demo¬ 
cratic governor, and despite de¬ 
nials from Helms and his staff that 
he is ailing, he, too, might be leav¬ 
ing soon. 

The last time the U.S. Senate 
was so closely divided, with its 
current 50 Republicans and 50 
Democrats, deaths indeed played 
a major role. In the 83rd Con¬ 
gress, from 1953 through 1954, 
the Senate was organized by Re¬ 
publicans. At the outset, the GOP 
held a 48-47 majority with one in¬ 
dependent member. But before 
the session ended, nine senators 
had died and one had resigned 
and Republicans were forced to 
maintain control in part through 
the tie-breaking power exercised 
by then-Vice President Richard 
Nixon. 

In Fife Lake, Michigan, the 
winner of a supervisor’s race be¬ 
tween incumbent Dave Strem- 
low and challenger Toni Larson 
was finally decided last week with 
the flip of a coin and a lottery. 
When a recount showed that each 
of the two candidates polled 600 
votes on November 7, the town 
(population 2,700) relied on a 
1954 state statue that says in the 
ease of an election tie, a lottery 
will decide the winner, so the 
county clerk flipped a coin to de¬ 
termine which one would draw 


first from a box holding two slips 
of paper, one that read “elected” 
and another than read “not elect¬ 
ed.” Larson won the coin flip and 
the draw and was named the win¬ 
ner. 

The new California Legisla¬ 
ture, sworn in last week, has more 
women and Hispanics than ever 
before. Twenty-seven Latinos were 
among those sworn in, up from 
seven in 1990. There are 34 
women, an increase from 18 a 
decade ago, and the number of 
Asians increased to three, up one 
from the last Legislature. Oakland 
Assemblywoman Wilma Chan 
and southern California Assem¬ 
blywoman Carol Liu, both De¬ 
mocrats, became the first Chinese 
Americans to serve in the Legisla¬ 
ture since March Fong Eu gave 
up her Assembly seat in 1974 to 
become California secretary of 
state.

sworn in December 4 as the 
newest member of the San Diego 
City Council.

A handful of years ago, a new 
word was introduced into 
my vocabulary: hir. 

If you guessed that this is a 
combination pronoun, sitting 
somewhere in the middle of 
“him” and “her,” and encompass¬ 
ing both and neither at the 
same time, you are far ahead 
of many. There are varia¬ 
tions on this, as well as re¬ 
placements for “he” and 
“she,” like s/he, ze, se, or 
xe. 

I’m happy 
with the simple, 
plain vanilla, 

“she” and “her,” 
myself, but these non-gendered 
pronouns underscore an impor¬ 
tant point to me: gender is a lot 
more fluid than we often give it 
credit for. 

I grew up with the firm belief 
that there were only two genders 
in the world: man and woman. 
Even when I heard of transsexual¬ 
ity, it was still clear that this was a 
move from one gender to anoth¬ 
er, and the focus remained on 
being one or the other, not on the 
space between. 

It seemed rational enough. Of 


course, I also believed in the tooth 
fairy at one time, but I suspect 
that a molar under my pillow 
nowadays would not gain me a 
shiny coin. 

We live in a society that says 
that we must fit one of the two 
standard gender categories, and 
from the moment we are born, a 
gender is assigned to us, based on 
the appearance of our geni¬ 
tals. Because of the gender 
we’re assigned, expecta¬ 
tions of how we will act, 
what we will do, and who 
we will love are set upon 

If you are 
born with a 
penis, you just 
have to be a 
man. You’ll be into sports, be 
strong, silent, and hold back all 
those nasty feelings. You’ll wear 
suits and ties, and work in some 
form of masculine job. And yes, 
you simply must be attracted to 
women. If not, you simply aren’t 
being enough of a man. 

Of course, society also states 
that if you happen to be born with 
a vagina - or at least without a 
penis - then you are a woman. 
Though a lot more options have 
opened up since I was younger, 
the assumption is still that you’ll 
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want to raise kids and take care of 
the house. You don’t need to be 
emotionally distant, of course, but 
you need to be able to hold that 
back a bit in order to be available 
for your husband. 

I know that I’m sunk when it 
comes to fitting either of the 
above genders. I couldn’t pull it off 
back in the day when I tried to be 
a good little boy, and I don’t man¬ 
age it all that well today, living as a 
woman. 

To be frank, in reading the 
above descriptions of man and 
woman, I’m actually not that 
upset at my failure. I suspect I am 
in good company, too, and that 
many of you reading this violate at 
least a few of the above gender as¬ 
sumptions. Take a moment and 
think about the ways that you 
might have gone against those as¬ 


sumptions today. Given a chance, 
it could become a lengthy list. 

So yet again we end up with 
gender being a much more fluid 
construct than society would like 
to admit: something that can ebb 
and flow like the tide. 

Don’t get me wrong: one can 
stay firmly entrenched in one or 
the other, if they really wish to. As 
I said earlier, I’m happy with my 
pronouns, and am happy to be liv¬ 
ing, more or less, within the 
bounds of “woman.” In part be¬ 
cause of that, I’m certainly not 
going to tell you to give up your 
own gender preference if you 
don’t want to. But I think most 
people are somewhere in between 
these two constructs. How many 
of us - transgender or otherwise - 
have ended up getting a double 
take now and then, or found our¬ 


selves raising eyebrows when we 
enter a particular bathroom? 

You may have even experi¬ 
enced another one of those terms 
reserved for those who don’t seem 
to conform to a simple pronoun. 
Like “him, uh, her.” Maybe you 
have even encountered one of my 
least favorites: “it.” 

Of course, there may be a few 
of you reading who have already 
figured out that “man” and 
“woman” is a pretty flimsy binary, 
and have opted to swim amongst 
the boundaries of these two gen¬ 
ders. Or maybe you have rejected 
both “man” or “woman” entirely. 
You are well ahead of many of us, 
including yours truly, and my hat 
- if I wore one - is off to you. 

So let me end this with a little 
experiment: take a look at the pro¬ 
nouns you tend to assign to oth¬ 
ers, and why you pick the ones 
you do. In particular, look at those 
cases where you don’t have any 
sort of “gender cues” to help you 
in your choice. 

Perhaps you could even go as 
far as to try using “hir” or “se” in 
place of an assumed pronoun, just 
once. Test the waters, if you will. ▼

Gender workshops needed for upcoming 
national conference in Washington, D C.

¥ ou’ve done the queer circuit 
of national gatherings, and 
while they are always some¬ 
what stimulating, they tend not to 
emphasize what lies at the heart of 
LGBT rights: gender. 


GenderPAC, an organization 
dedicated to preserving every 
American’s right to gender ex¬ 
pression - from the hyper-male to 
the cross dresser to the androgy¬ 
nous to the straight woman who 
refuses to wear makeup - has an¬ 
nounced the first National Con¬ 
ference on Gender, to take place 


May 18-20 in Washington, D.C. 
The conference is designed to 
“bring together all the diverse 
communities and identities who 
have a stake in gender rights: 
youth, feminist, gay, transgender, 
queer, questioning, and straight,” 
according to organizers. Partici¬ 
pants will be empowered politi¬ 
cally and socially, and coalitions 
will be built among various popu¬ 
lations. 

The National Conference on 
Gender is still accepting proposals 
for workshops from individuals or 
groups with an expertise in par¬ 
ticular areas. Workshops may 
strengthen the organizing skills of 
gender rights advocates and ac¬ 
tivists; help people make connec¬ 
tions across the diverse communi¬ 
ties affected by gender civil rights; 
or educate on gender policy and 
political issues such as hate 
crimes, job discrimination, misog¬ 
yny, sexual orientation, media 
fairness, intersex genital mutila¬ 
tion, and GID reform. 

Considerations for selection 
include relevance to gender poli¬ 
tics, policy, strategy, and organiz¬ 
ing; content and panelists dealing 
with diverse groups and commu¬ 
nities; presenter qualifications and 
experience; overall strength of the 
submission; and diverse race/gen¬ 
der/class/age representation 
among panelists and presenters. 
Primary consideration will be 
given to presentations and work¬ 
shops that are issue-based instead 
of identity-based and appeal 
across a broad range of attendees. 
In other words, “a proposed work¬ 
shop on gender-based hate crimes 
would be given stronger consider¬ 
ation if it not only addressed 
crimes like that of Brandon Teena, 
but also assaults against gay men 
perceived as ‘flamboyant,’ sexual 
assaults against women, and the 
harassment of genderqueer

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Mediocre ‘Folk’

television show preceded by 
S a warning of “Adult Con- 
JPTi tent, Nudity, Graphic Lan¬ 
guage, and Strong Sexual Situa¬ 
tions,” begs for attention. Add to 
that a pledge that the show will be 
a groundbreaking depiction of gay 
life, and it becomes must-see TV. 
But Showtime’s new series, Queer 
as Folk (QAF), so far reneges on its 
promise. Trumpeted as a kind of 
gay Sex and the City , QAF lacks 
the qualities that would put it in 
that league. 

Modeled on a British series of 
the same name, QAF follows the 
lives and loves of five gay men 
(Brian, Michael, Justin, Emmett, 
and Ted) and a lesbian couple 
(Lindsay and Melanie) in Pitts¬ 
burgh. Showtime spent about $10 
million publicizing the series, with 
special advertising directed at the 
large urban gay populations in 
cities like San Francisco, Los An¬ 
geles, and New York. 

Much of the pre-debut hype j 
focused on how much QAF 
would itself focus on sex, MS 
specifically gay male sex. M 

This made people ner- j 

vous. Religious conservatives A 
don’t want gays seen at all, M 
much less romping 
around. 

Gay critics tend to 
divide into two 
camps when it comes to depic¬ 
tions of gays in the popular 
media. These camps might be 
called, respectively, the satyrs and 
the prudes. The satyrs worry that 
the portrayal of gay life in main¬ 
stream media tends to be too san¬ 
itized, devoid of sex and drugs. 
These critics blast successful pro¬ 
grams like Will & Grace for failing 
to show gay characters in tongues- 
entwined passion. They fret that 
gays might be seen as normal. 

The prudes worry that any 
mention of gay sex will reinforce 
the stereotype that homosexuals 
are sex-obsessed. They fret that 
gays might not be seen as normal. 
This camp had reason to be con¬ 
cerned as Showtime began its “No 
limits” propaganda about QAF. 

QAF does have a lot of sex, 
though less than one might have 
expected given the furor. There’s 
plenty of attractive flesh on display, 
but nothing out-of-the-ordinary 
for late-night fare on a premium 
cable channel. The difference here 
is that this is homosexual sex, 
something new on television. 

But there are two aspects of this 
sexualized world that should dis¬ 
may the satyrs. First, although 
there’s lots of sex in QAF it’s not 
very sexy. The sex scenes feel me¬ 
chanical, as if the characters are 
reading off cue cards as they go: 
“Now touch the back of his neck 
with your right forefinger, next 
place your left foot three inches be¬ 
hind his, then breathe heavily....” 

This forced quality might be a 
consequence of the actors’ own 
discomfort with homosexuality. 
Most of the actors are straight. 
One told Newsweek that he was so 
uncomfortable kissing a guy dur¬ 
ing a sex scene that afterwards he 
felt like spitting out and going to a 
topless club. So much for authen¬ 
ticity. Whatever the cause, the 
show lacks both the raw sexuality 
of hard-core pornography and the 
eroticism of the soft-core variety. 

Second, it’s not clear yet what 
the show is trying to say about sex. 
Although all of the characters talk 
habitually about it, and one cruis¬ 
es the Internet for pornography at 
work, only one of them, Brian 
(played by Gale Harold), actually

has sex with the frequency and 
abandon befitting a true satyr. 

At the same time, Brian is the 
most emotionless and detached of 
the characters. He donates sperm to 
the lesbian couple so they can have 
a child, then forgets the newborn’s 
' name. He treats Justin (played 
M* by Randy Harrison), a 17- 
year-old just awakening to 
> his sexuality, like a dis- 

\^EM pensable dishrag.

■ directions the producers 
could go with this. One 

would continue to 
portray Brian as a 
UUMM one-dimensional, 

heartless sex ma¬ 
chine. The other would have 
Brian’s inhumanity tempered. 
Perhaps he’ll fall in love. Perhaps 
he’ll become a devoted father. He 
would be the beast tamed at last. 

In either case, the message of 
QAF may be that promiscuity 
makes you a cold, insensitive, shal¬ 
low jerk. If that’s true, the show is 
a new way of promoting the old 
idea that what really counts in life 
is not the number of your or¬ 
gasms but the quality of your love. 
Intimacy with too many people 
may lead to intimacy with no one. 
Satyrs beware. QAF sells sex too 
much in order to tell us too much 
sex is bad. 

There are other problems with 
the show. QAF’s sense of humor is 
so anemic it’s almost embarrass¬ 
ing, including some catty one-lin¬ 
ers from the queeny Emmett that 
mostly fall flat. There’s some 
sophomoric play on the word 
“come,” for example, but nothing 
approaching the snide sophistica¬ 
tion of Will & Grace. 

Then there’s the occasional 
sight gag or pratfall. To show that 
a car has been damaged, the writ¬ 
ers have a piece of it fall off while 
a character stands in the back¬ 
ground with mouth agape. Em¬ 
mett faints to the floor when 
someone describes circumcision. 
At moments like that, this isn’t a 
gay Sex and the City, it’s a gay 
Three Stooges. 

Fran Lebowitz once joked that 
without gays American culture 
would basically be Let's Make a 
Deal. Well, without wit, romance, 
sophistication, and character 
depth, gay life is basically QAF. 

It might get better. We might 
come to care what happens to 
these cardboard characters with 
their silly lines and their automa¬ 
ton sex. But for now, QAF is proof 
that equality means we’re free to 
be mediocre, too. ▼

Federal 
court to hear 
gay man's 
death row 
appeal

r here is a silver lining in the 
human barbecue state, but 
no thanks to the execution- 
happy George W. Bush. 

A gay man on Texas’ death row 
whose lawyer slept through much 
of his trial will be granted a hear¬ 
ing by a federal appeals court, ju¬ 
dicial officials announced last 
Wednesday, December 6. 

Calvin Burdine, who was con¬ 
victed in 1984 of stabbing his lover 
to death, will have another shot at 
justice before the full 5th Circuit 
Court of Appeals. The court’s de¬ 
cision to review the case came on 
the heels of a 2-1 ruling by its own 
panel that denied Burdine’s re¬ 
quest for review because he had 
“failed to prove” that his attorney 
Joe Cannon slept through “key 
portions” of his trial. Napping, ac¬ 
cording to that panel, is actually 
okay in some circumstances. 

Attorney Cannon, who is now 
dead and cannot speak for what he 
did or did not miss during the 
original murder trial, at the very 
least allowed his client to be re¬ 
peatedly referred to as “queer” by 
the prosecution, according to 
court transcripts. Cannon also did 
not protest the prosecution’s asser¬ 
tion that prison was too light of a 
sentence for a gay man who would 
obviously enjoy the all-male close 
quarters. 

Earlier this year, when asked 
about the Burdine case, Bush, who 
was campaigning for the presiden¬ 
cy, offered nothing but a smirk. 
There were three executions in 
Texas last week alone, bringing the 
state’s grand total to 39 this year, 
which includes the lethal injection 
of a developmentally disabled man. 

Burdine’s hopes seemed all but 
exhausted until the federal court 
agreed to hear his case, a rarity 
when one of its panels has already 
made a decision. His appeal is 
scheduled to be heard on January 
22 in New Orleans. ▼

LGBT Center hires 
temp director as 
budget balloons

M ike Marshall has been re¬ 
tained as interim executive 
director of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual, 
Transgender Community Center, 
currently undergoing renovation 
and construction at 1800 Market 
Street. 

Marshall, who managed the 
No on Knight campaign that 
sought to defeat last Marchs suc¬ 
cessful Proposition 22, will have 
his hands full getting the new 
multipurpose, multi-tenant center 
off the ground. Due to unantici¬ 
pated problems at the construc¬ 
tion site, the price tag for the 
40,000 square foot building re¬ 
cently went up another $800,000, 
from $14.5 to $15.3 million, and 
the ribbon-cutting for the center 
got bumped from summer 2001 
to next fall. 

“This is a really exciting pro¬ 
ject,” Marshall said Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 12. “It’s long overdue. If 
there’s one thing I discovered dur¬ 
ing the No on Knight campaign, 
it’s that there’s a gaping hole here 
in San Francisco, and that’s that 
there’s no gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity center here in San Francisco.” 

“We are thrilled to have Mike 
lead us in these next few crucial 
months of the project,” Pat Mar¬ 
tel, president of the center’s board, 



Interim director Mike Marshall 


said in a statement. “Mike under¬ 
stands the powerful role commu¬ 
nity centers play in the life of the 
LGBT community, he has out¬ 
standing skills to help us commu¬ 
nicate the vision and purpose of 
the center to its future users, and 
he has the ability to help us attract 
the resources we need to realize 
this dream.” 

The professional campaign 
consultant and fundraiser said his 
principal job over the next few 
months will be to spearhead the 
final stretch of the center’s 
fundraising campaign, which will 
pay for the center’s furnishings, 
staff, and initial operating budget, 


as well as for Marshall’s fundrais¬ 
ing expenses, presumably includ¬ 
ing his own salary. 

“My mission is to get the cen¬ 
ter to the point where it will open 
its doors,” said Marshall, although 
his contract expires at the end of 
April, several months before the 
center is scheduled to open. 

The center’s board has con¬ 
tracted a prominent headhunter 
firm, Korn-Ferry International, to 
lead the search for a more perma¬ 
nent executive director. Marshall 
said he hasn’t yet made up his 
mind whether or not he will apply, 
though he acknowledged that he 
has no plans to work elsewhere 
next spring and that he will be in 
an enviable position to make an 
informed choice about working 
for the center’s board of directors. 

After the nail-biting experience 
of having to raise over $7 million 
in a hurry leading the doomed at¬ 
tempt to fight homophobic state 
Senator Pete Knight’s Proposition 
22, the statewide ballot initiative 
that defined marriage as being be¬ 
tween a man and a woman, Mar¬ 
shall expressed confidence about 
the job ahead of him. 

Of the new budget of $15.3 
million, the center has raised over 
$12.1 million of that amount. 

“The goal is $3.1 million,” 
Marshall said, referring to the 
amount still needed to round out 
page 18 ►

There are limited data to date to support the long-term durability of response with a once- 
daily dosing regimen of didanosine. 

Clinical Studies: Once-daily dosing of didanosine produces a pharmacokinetic profile that 
is substantially different from that observed with twice-daily dosing of didanosine (see CLIN¬ 
ICAL PHARMACOLOGY in full prescribing information). Further, VIDEX EC and the VIDEX 
(didanosine) buffered formulation produce substantially different pharmacokinetic profiles 
when dosed once daily. Therefore, controlled clinical trials were conducted with both formu¬ 
lations to evaluate the safety and efficacy of once-daily dosing of didanosine. There is no 
evaluable long-term clinical information that directly compares the efficacy of the two once-daily 
didanosine formulations. A small clinical study that was conducted to address this issue was 
not interpretable due to the small number of patients who completed the study. 

Once-Daily VIDEX EC Study- Study AI454-152 is an ongoing, 48-week, randomized, open- 
label study comparing VIDEX EC (400 mg once daily) plus stavudine (40 mg twice daily) plus 
nelfinavir (750 mg three times daily) to zidovudine (200 mg twice daily) plus lamivudine 
(150 mg twice daily) combination tablets plus nelfinavir (750 mg three times daily) in 511 
treatment-naive patients, with a mean CD4 cell count of 411 cells/mm 3 (range 39 to 1105 cells/ mm 3 ) 
and a mean plasma HIV-1 RNA of 4.71 logio copies/mL (range 2.8 to 5.9 logioCopies/mL) at 
baseline. Patients were primarily males (72%) and Caucasian (53%) with a mean age of 35 years 
(range 18 to 73 years). The percentages of patients with HIV RNA <400 and <50 copies/mL and 
not meeting any criteria for treatment failure (eg, virologic failure, discontinuation for any rea¬ 
son, or AIDS-defining event) through 48 weeks are shown in Figure 1.

Once-Daily VIDEX Buffered Tablet Study- Study AI454-148 was a randomized, open-label, 
multicenter study comparing treatment with VIDEX Chewable/Dispersible Buffered Tablets 
(400 mg once daily) plus stavudine (40 mg twice daily) and nelfinavir (750 mg three times daily) 
versus zidovudine (300 mg twice daily) plus lamivudine (150 mg twice daily) and nelfinavir 
(750 mg three times daily) in 756 treatment-naive patients, with a mean CD4 cell count of 
368 cells/mm 3 (range 80 to 1568 cells/mm 3 ) and a mean plasma HIV-1 RNA of 4.69 logio 
copies/mL (range 2.6 to 5.9 logio copies/mL) at baseline.

WARNINGS 

1. Pancreatitis 

FATAL AND NONFATAL PANCREATITIS HAVE OCCURRED DURING THERAPY WITH

When treatment with life-sustaining drugs known to cause pancreatic toxicity is required, 
suspension of VIDEX EC therapy is recommended. In patients with risk factors for pancreati¬ 
tis, VIDEX EC should be used with extreme caution and only if clearly indicated. Patients with 
advanced HIV infection, especially the elderly, are at increased risk of pancreatitis and should 
be followed closely. Patients with renal impairment may be at greater risk for pancreatitis if treated 
without dose adjustment. 

The frequency of pancreatitis is dose related. In phase 3 studies with buffered formulations 
of didanosine, incidence ranged from 1 % to 10% with doses higher than are currently recommended 
and 1% to 7% with recommended dose. 

2. Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis 

Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including fatal cases, have 
been reported with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including 
didanosine and other antiretrovirals. A majority of these cases have been in women. Obesity 
and prolonged nucleoside exposure may be risk factors. Particular caution should be exer¬ 
cised when administering VIDEX EC to any patient with known risk factors for liver disease; however, 
cases have also been reported in patients with no known risk factors. Treatment with VIDEX EC 
should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of 
lactic acidosis or pronounced hepatotoxicity (which may include hepatomegaly and steatosis 
even in the absence of marked transaminase elevations). 

3. Retinal Changes and Optic Neuritis 

Retinal changes and optic neuritis have been reported in patients taking didanosine. 
Periodic retinal examinations should be considered for patients receiving VIDEX EC. (See 

ADVERSE REACTIONS ) 

PRECAUTIONS 

Frequency of Dosing: VIDEX EC should only be administered once daily. There are no data 
on the use of VIDEX EC dosed more frequently than once daily. 

There are limited data to support the long-term durability of response with a once-daily 
dosing regimen of didanosine. Therefore, the preferred didanosine dosing regimen is twice 
daily with a VIDEX buffered formulation. Once-daily dosing with VIDEX EC should be con¬ 
sidered only for adult patients whose management requires once-daily administration of didanosine 
or an alternative didanosine formulation (see Clinical Studies). Consult the prescribing 
information for VIDEX buffered formulations and Pediatric Powder for Oral Solution for 
information on twice-daily dosing. 

VIDEX EC should be taken on an empty stomach. 

Peripheral Neuropathy: Peripheral neuropathy, manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain 
in the hands or feet, has been reported in patients receiving didanosine therapy. Peripheral neu¬ 
ropathy has occurred more frequently in patients with advanced HIV disease, in patients with 
a history of neuropathy, or in patients being treated with neurotoxic drug therapy, including stavu¬ 
dine (see ADVERSE REACTIONS) 

General: 

Patients with Renal Impairment- Patients with renal impairment (creatinine clearance 
<60 mL/min) may be at greater risk of toxicity from didanosine due to decreased drug clear¬ 
ance (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY in full prescribing information). A dose reduction is 
recommended in these patients (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION) 

Patients with Hepatic Impairment- It is unknown if hepatic impairment significantly affects 
didanosine pharmacokinetics. Therefore, these patients should be monitored closely for evidence 
of didanosine toxicity. 


Hyperuricemia- Didanosine has been associated with asymptomatic hyperuricemia; treat¬ 
ment suspension may be necessary if clinical measures aimed at reducing uric acid levels fail. 

Information for Patients (see Patient Information Leaflet in full prescribing information): 

Patients should be informed that a serious toxicity of didanosine, used alone and in com¬ 
bination regimens, is pancreatitis, which may be fatal. 

Patients should also be aware that peripheral neuropathy, manifested by numbness, tingling, 
or pain in hands or feet, may develop during therapy with VIDEX EC (didanosine). Patients 
should be counseled that peripheral neuropathy occurs with greatest frequency in patients 
with advanced HIV disease or a history of peripheral neuropathy, and that dose modification and/or 
discontinuation of VIDEX EC may be required if toxicity develops. 

Patients should be informed that when didanosine is used in combination with other agents 
with similar toxicities, the incidence of adverse events may be higher than when didanosine is 
used alone. These patients should be followed closely. 

Patients should be cautioned about the use of medications or other substances, including 
alcohol, that may exacerbate VIDEX EC toxicities. 

Patients should be informed that the preferred didanosine dosing regimen is twice daily with 
a VIDEX (didanosine) buffered formulation because there are limited data to support the long¬ 
term durability of response with a once-daily regimen. 

VIDEX EC is not a cure for HIV infection, and patients may continue to develop HIV- 
associated illnesses, including opportunistic infection. Therefore, patients should remain under 
the care of a physician when using VIDEX EC. Patients should be advised that VIDEX EC ther¬ 
apy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of VIDEX EC are 
unknown at this time. 

Drug Interactions (see also CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Drug Interactions in full pre¬ 
scribing information): 

Drug interactions that have been established based on drug interaction studies are listed with 
the pharmacokinetic results in CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Drug Interactions (Tables 3-5) in 
full prescribing information.

Carcinogenesis and Mutagenesis: Lifetime carcinogenicity studies were conducted in 
mice and rats for 22 and 24 months, respectively. In the mouse study, initial doses of 120,800, 
and 1200 mg/kg/day for each sex were lowered after 8 months to 120,210, and 210 mg/kg/day 
for females and 120,300, and 600 mg/kg/day for males. The two higher doses exceeded the 
maximally tolerated dose in females and the high dose exceeded the maximally tolerated dose 
in males. The low dose in females represented 0.68-fold maximum human exposure and the 
intermediate dose in males represented 1.7-fold maximum human exposure based on relative 
AUC comparisons, in the rat study, initial doses were 100,250, and 1000 mg/kg/day, and the 
high dose was lowered to 500 mg/kg/day after 18 months. The upper dose in male and female 
rats represented 3-fold maximum human exposure. 

Didanosine induced no significant increase in neoplastic lesions in mice or rats at maximally 
tolerated doses. 

Didanosine was positive in the following genetic toxicology assays: 1) the Escherichia coli 
tester strain WP2 uvrA bacterial mutagenicity assay; 2) the L5178Y/TK+/- mouse lymphoma mam¬ 
malian cell gene mutation assay; 3) the in vitro chromosomal aberrations assay in cultured human 
peripheral lymphocytes; 4) the in vitro chromosomal aberrations assay in Chinese Hamster Lung 
cells; and 5) the BALB/c 3T3 in vitro transformation assay. No evidence of mutagenicity was 
observed in an Ames Salmonella bacterial mutagenicity assay or in rat and mouse in vivo 
micronucleus assays. 

Pregnancy, Reproduction and Fertility: Pregnancy “Category B”. Reproduction studies 
have been performed in rats and rabbits at doses up to 12 and 14.2 times the estimated human 
exposure (based upon plasma levels), respectively, and have revealed no evidence of impaired 
fertility or harm to the fetus due to didanosine. At approximately 12 times the estimated human 
exposure, didanosine was slightly toxic to female rats and their pups during mid and late lac¬ 
tation. These rats showed reduced food intake and body weight gains but the physical and 
functional development of the offspring was not impaired and there were no major changes in 
the F2 generation. A study in rats showed that didanosine and/or its metabolites are transferred 
to the fetus through the placenta. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in preg¬ 
nant women. Because animal reproduction studies are not always predictive of human response, 
this drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women 
exposed to didanosine and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has 
been established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling 1-800-258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV- 
infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of 
HIV. A study in rats showed that following oral administration, didanosine and/or its metabo¬ 
lites were excreted into the milk of lactating rats. It is not known if didanosine is excreted in human 
milk. Because of both the potential for HIV transmission and the potential for serious adverse 
reactions in nursing infants, mothers should be instructed not to breast-feed if they are 
receiving VIDEX EC. 

Pediatric Use: The safety and efficacy of VIDEX EC in pediatric patients have not been estab¬ 
lished. Please consult the complete prescribing information for VIDEX buffered formulations 
and Pediatric Powder for Oral Solution for dosage and administration of didanosine to pedi¬ 
atric patients. 

Geriatric Use: In an Expanded Access Program using a buffered formulation of didano¬ 
sine for the treatment of advanced HIV infection, patients aged 65 years and older had a higher 
frequency of pancreatitis (10%) than younger patients (5%) (see WARNINGS). Clinical stud¬ 
ies of didanosine, including those for VIDEX EC, did not include sufficient numbers of subjects 
aged 65 years and over to determine whether they respond differently than younger subjects. 
Didanosine is known to be substantially excreted by the kidney, and the risk of toxic reactions 
to this drug may be greater in patients with impaired renal function. Because elderly patients 
are more likely to have decreased renal function, care should be taken in dose selection. In addi¬ 
tion, renal function should be monitored and dosage adjustments should be made accordingly 
(see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: Dose Adjustment). 


ADVERSE REACTIONS 

A SERIOUS TOXICITY OF DIDANOSINE IS PANCREATITIS, WHICH MAY BE FATAL (see WARN¬ 
INGS). OTHER IMPORTANT TOXICITIES INCLUDE LACTIC ACIDOSIS/SEVERE HEPATOMEGALY 
WITH STEATOSIS; RETINAL CHANGES AND OPTIC NEURITIS; AND PERIPHERAL NEUROPA¬ 
THY (see WARNINGS and PRECAUTIONS). 

When didanosine is used in combination with other agents with similar toxicities, the 
incidence of these toxicities may be higher than when didanosine is used alone. Thus, 
patients treated with VIDEX EC in combination with stavudine, with or without hydroxyurea, 
may be at increased risk for pancreatitis, which may be fatal, and hepatotoxicity (see 
WARNINGS). Patients treated with VIDEX EC in combination with stavudine may also be at 
increased risk for peripheral neuropathy (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Studies of VIDEX EC and a buffered didanosine formulation yielded comparable safety pro¬ 
files for both formulations. Selected clinical adverse events that occurred in clinical studies of didanosine 
dosed once daily in combination with other antiretroviral agents are provided in Table 3.

In clinical trials using a buffered formulation of didanosine, pancreatitis resulting in death 
was observed in one patient who received didanosine plus stavudine plus nelfinavir, one 
patient who received didanosine plus stavudine plus indinavir, and 2 of 68 patients who received 
didanosine plus stavudine plus indinavir plus hydroxyurea. In an early access program, pan¬ 
creatitis resulting in death was observed in one patient who received VIDEX EC (didanosine) 
plus stavudine plus hydroxyurea plus ritonavir plus indinavir plus efavirenz (see WARNINGS). 

The frequency of pancreatitis is dose related. In phase 3 studies with buffered formulations 
of didanosine, incidence ranged from 1% to 10% with doses higher than are currently recommended 
and 1% to 7% with recommended dose. 

Selected laboratory abnormalities that occurred in clinical studies of didanosine dosed 
once daily in combination with other antiretroviral agents are shown in Table 4.

Observed during Clinical Practice: 

The following events have been identified during postapproval use of didanosine buffered 
formulations. Because they are reported voluntarily from a population of unknown size, esti¬ 
mates of frequency cannot be made. These events have been chosen for inclusion due to their 
seriousness, frequency of reporting, causal connection to didanosine, or a combination of 
these factors. 

Body as a Whole- abdominal pain, alopecia, anaphylactoid reaction, asthenia, chilis/fever, 
and pain. 

Digestive Disorders- anorexia, dyspepsia, and flatulence. 

Exocrine Gland Disorders- pancreatitis (including fatal cases) (see WARNINGS), siaload- 
enitis, parotid gland enlargement, dry mouth, and dry eyes. 

Hematologic Disorders- anemia, leukopenia, and thrombocytopenia. 

Liver- lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS); hepatitis and liver failure. 

Metabolic Disorders- diabetes mellitus, elevated serum alkaline phosphatase level, ele¬ 
vated serum amylase level, elevated serum gamma-glutamyltransferase level, elevated serum 
uric acid level, hypoglycemia, and hyperglycemia. 

Musculoskeletal Disorders- myalgia (with or without increases in creatine kinase), rhab- 
domyolysis including acute renal failure and hemodialysis, arthralgia, and myopathy. 

Ophthalmologic Disorders- Retinal depigmentation and optic neuritis (see WARNINGS). 


OVERDOSAGE 

There is no known antidote for didanosine overdosage. In phase 1 studies, in which buffered 
formulations of didanosine were initially administered at doses ten times the currently recom¬ 
mended dose, toxicities included: pancreatitis, peripheral neuropathy, diarrhea, hyperuricemia, 
and hepatic dysfunction. Didanosine is not dialyzable by peritoneal dialysis, although there is 
some clearance by hemodialysis (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY, Pharmacokinetics in full 
prescribing information.) 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 
Dosage: 

Adults- VIDEX EC should be administered on an empty stomach. 

VIDEX EC Delayed-Reiease Capsules should be swallowed intact. 

The recommended daily dose is dependent on body weight and is administered as one 
capsule given on a once-daily schedule as outlined in Table 5.

Pediatric Patients- VtDEX EC has not been studied in pediatric patients. Please consult 
the complete prescribing information for VIDEX buffered formulations and Pediatric Powder for 
Oral Solution for dosage and administration of didanosine to pediatric patients. 

Dose Adjustment: 

Clinical and laboratory signs suggestive of pancreatitis should prompt dose suspen¬ 
sion and careful evaluation of the possibility of pancreatitis. VIDEX EC use should be 
discontinued in patients with confirmed pancreatitis (see WARNINGS). 

Based on data with buffered didanosine formulations, patients with symptoms of periph¬ 
eral neuropathy may tolerate a reduced dose of VIDEX EC after resolution of the symptoms of 
peripheral neuropathy upon drug interruption. If neuropathy recurs after resumption of VIDEX EC, 
permanent discontinuation of VIDEX EC should be considered. 

Renal Impairment- Dosing recommendations for VIDEX EC and VIDEX buffered formula¬ 
tions are different for patients with renal impairment. Please consult the complete prescribing 
information on administration of VIDEX buffered formulations to patients with renal impairment. 

In adult patients with impaired renal function, the dose of VIDEX EC should be adjusted to 
compensate for the slower rate of elimination. The recommended doses and dosing intervals 
of VIDEX EC in adult patients with renal insufficiency are presented in Table 6.

Patients Requiring Continuous Ambulatory Peritoneal Dialysis (CAPD) or Hemodialysis-

ister a supplemental dose of didanosine following hemodialysis.

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Boy Scouts’ woes 
continue to grow

L GBT elected officials “ex¬ 
pressed their sorrow” at 
President Clinton’s “deci¬ 
sion to continue to serve as 
Honorary President of the Boy 
Scouts despite their organiza¬ 
tion’s blatant and deeply hurtful 
discrimination against us and 
others like us. 

“By refusing to step down ... 
you lend your personal prestige 
and that of your office to this 
hateful prejudice.” They urged 
Clinton to “not let one of your 
last opportunities as President to 
strike a blow against prejudice 
go unfulfilled.” 

The officials reached that 
consensus at a meeting of the In¬ 
ternational Network of Gay and 
Lesbian Officials in Tucson, Ari¬ 
zona held over the weekend of 
November 18, though the letter 
was not delivered to the White 
House until November 28. 

Among those who signed the 
letter were Representatives Bar¬ 
ney Frank (D-Massachusetts) 
and Tammy Baldwin (D-Wis- 
consin). Locally, Hayward City 
Council member Kevin Dowling 
also signed the letter. Some 
prominent names are missing 
from the 29 who signed on. But 
that is not an indication of their 
position, only that they did not 
attend the dinner where the idea 


arose and was quickly dis¬ 
patched. 

Pressure against the homo- 
phobic policy of the Boy Scouts 
continues to mount in jurisdic¬ 
tions across the nation. Each 
week seems to bring additional 
news accounts of a company or 
local government agency decid¬ 
ing to withdraw their support 
from the organization. 

On December 1, New York 
City Schools Chancellor Harold 
O. Levy barred the system from 
supporting the Boy Scouts. It 
will not renew a $800,000 con¬ 
tract it has with the Scouts that 
expires in April 2002, nor will 
schools be able to sponsor 
troops, though the group can 
continue to use school facilities 
if they pay the fees that other or¬ 
ganizations must. 

That prompted a backlash 
from a few local school board 
members in Queens, who vowed 
to fight the policy. District 24 led 
opposition to the gay inclusive 
“children of the rainbow” cur¬ 
riculum in 1992. 

But Mayor Rudolph Giuliani 
backed Levy. He said, “I think 
that what the chancellor is trying 
to do makes sense, he’s trying to 
get the Boy Scouts to have a fair¬ 
er, more equitable policy with re¬ 
gard to treatment of people.” 

In November, the Broward 
County School Board of South 
Florida, the nation’s fifth largest 


system, said that its policy of 
non-discrimination led it to bar 
the Boy Scouts from support. 

The Scouts countered, filing a 
lawsuit on December 4 that 
charged the board was discrimi¬ 
nating against them. “Because 
the school board disagrees with 
[our] views, it has sought to 
punish the Boy Scouts by sin¬ 
gling them out for exclusion 
from the public schools,” said 
Jeffrie Hermann, an executive 
with the local Scout council. 

In Santa Barbara, California, 
the Scouts are being sued by a 
former employee. Leonard 
Lanzi, the top scouting executive 
for Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Obispo counties, was fired in 
November after he made a pub¬ 
lic statement that he was gay. 

Lanzi’s suit, filed December 6, 
charges that the dismissal vio¬ 
lates California’s employment 
discrimination law. Attorney 
Steven Serratore said the Boy 
Scouts “knowingly violated these 
laws by their blatant discrimina¬ 
tory treatment of Mr. Lanzi in 
the workplace.” 

Serratore explained that the 
case differs significantly from 
the Dale case where the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled that the 
Scouts had a right to discrimi¬ 
nate in its volunteer member¬ 
ship. This case “involves the 
right to work free of discrimina¬ 
tion.” ▼ 
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Medical conditions worsen 
inside state prison for women

inger Phillips spent most of 
1 m last week drifting in and out 
Hgf of consciousness at San 
Francisco General Hospital. Her 
family stood at her bedside, re¬ 
lieved that she was out of prison 
but angry that her health had de¬ 
teriorated so drastically in the 
eight months she had been inside. 

“This is murder,” Mary 
Phillips, Ginger’s sister, told the 
Bay Area Reporter. She held a big 
sign that read, “You’re not in jail 
anymore,” so her sister would no 
longer be afraid. 

Ginger Phillips, who was at 
Central California Women’s Facil¬ 
ity since April on a petty theft 
charge, is now considered to be 
dying from AIDS. She entered 
CCWF a healthy woman, but was 
paroled on December 1 thanks to 
a compassionate release, a med¬ 
ically necessary discharge that can 
only be granted when a prisoner 
has less than six months to live. 
She was released without her 
medical records, however, and 
only after several phone calls did 
the prison agree to send them. 
Mary Phillips isn’t convinced they 
sent original or accurate docu¬ 
mentation of what happened. 

“My sister didn’t serve her time 
to come back as a vegetable,” said 
Mary Phillips. “Somebody did 


something to her in there.” 

One prison rumor circulating 
is that Ginger was given heavy 
doses of psychiatric medication in 
addition to her HIV treatment. It 
was soon after, they say, that she 
suffered a stroke, leaving her in 
her present motionless state. But 
nobody other than Ginger knows 
the truth, and she may never re¬ 
cover enough to tell it. 

Ginger’s story is typical of 
women inside, according to pris¬ 
oners’ rights advocates around the 
Bay Area, who this week demand¬ 
ed an investigation into several re¬ 
cent deaths at CCWF. Five women 
have died at the facility since a 
panel of state legislators led by 
state Senator Richard Polanco (D- 
Los Angeles) conducted a hearing 
into prison medical conditions in 
October, an event that concluded 
with lawmakers promising a fol¬ 
low-up study and recommenda¬ 
tions. No action has yet been 
taken by the state. 

“We have asked Senator Polan¬ 
co’s Joint Committee on Prison 
Construction and Operations to 
step in and head an investigation,” 
said Lauren Leslie, a staff member 
of Legal Services for Prisoners 
with Children. 

The coalition of activists de¬ 
manding more movement on the 
issue includes LSPC, the HIV in 
Prison Committee of California 
Prison Focus, and Justice Network 
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on Women. Those involved are 
asking that the medical records of 
the women who died be examined 
by an impartial panel of public 
health doctors, and that the 
prison’s medical technical assis¬ 
tants, or MTAs, be abolished, since 
the position combines both puni¬ 
tive duties with medical care and 
often hinders women’s chances of 
survival. 

“We’ve learned that one of the 
women who died was actually 
laughed at by an MTA an hour be¬ 
fore she passed away,” explained 
Cynthia Chandler, co-director of 
Justice NOW. 

For most of these women, their 
conditions became dire before a 


compassionate release could be 
granted. Ginger Philips, whose 
compassionate release was initiat¬ 
ed four days after the legislative 
hearings and became final just this 
month, still had difficulty finding 
a hospice placement, which is why 
SFGH stepped in. 

“The tragedy was the shape she 
was in by the time she was re¬ 
leased,” said Judy Greenspan of 
HIP/CPF. “The lack of prisoner- 
friendly services in the communi¬ 
ty meant we couldn’t get her re¬ 
leased near her family. Thank 
goodness the hospital is still 
around. It’s in serious financial 
shape, but had it not existed we 
wouldn’t have found a place for 


Ginger.” 

The Phillips family would like 
an investigation into Ginger’s sit¬ 
uation as well, but Mary Phillips 
isn’t convinced it would do any 
good. 

“The state knows what’s going 
on in there,” she said. “I’d like to 
know what’s been lied about, but 
it’s hard to get into that system 
and try to find out what actually 
happened. 

“They really need to change 
conditions for people going 
through what my sister went 
though,” added Mary Phillips. 
“They need to turn that place 
around.” ▼ 
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the center’s escalating budget. 

Tuesday was his first day on the 
job, Marshall said, and yet he was¬ 
n’t sure what he is to be paid for his 
services as interim director.

Van Gorder said that the recent 
revision to the center’s budget was 
brought about by problems with 
previously undiscovered toxic 
waste at the construction site next 
to the old Fallon Building, the 
Queen Anne Victorian which was 
saved from the wrecking ball by 
preservationists and will serve as 
the cornerstone for a new adjoin¬ 
ing modern structure. And before 
a foundation could be laid for the 
new building, it was determined 
that a new foundation had to be 


put in for an unrelated building 
next door. Put together, these 
problems added up fast, tacking 
almost a million dollars onto the 
center’s ballooning budget. 

Van Gorder said that the Com¬ 
munity Center Project is still hop¬ 
ing to attract big donors by dan¬ 
gling the carrot of having a chance 
to name the center. 

Until somebody ponies up 
some really big bucks, it will re¬ 
main the San Francisco Gay, Les¬ 
bian, Bisexual, Transgender Com¬ 
munity Center. 

“It’s a million dollar opportu¬ 
nity,” said Van Gorder. 

The Coors Center, maybe? 

“Never,” said the vice presi¬ 
dent. ▼ 
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New Internet-based nonprofit 
provides info on adoption, 
parenting for LGBT community

1 > avid Kovarik-Wing, in- 
1 2 spired by the experiences he 
SWF and his lover faced while 
going through the adoption 
process, has founded Families Like 
Ours, a nonprofit organization 
dedicated to serving the special 
needs of LGBT parents and those 
looking to adopt. 

Kovarik-Wing hit the ground 
running. Families Like Ours 
began operations just two months 
ago and by November the organi¬ 
zation’s Web site was already in 
operation, providing information 
on how to adopt through the na¬ 
tion’s foster care programs. Other 
components of the Web site, in¬ 
cluding international adoption in¬ 
formation, interactive parenting, 
a nationwide database of agencies 
and attorneys advocating LGBT 
adoptions, a safe chat room for 
kids from alternative families to 
interact, and a collection of data 
about LGBT families for judges 
and social workers to access are all 
in development. 

Although based in Seattle, 
Families Like Ours “will serve the 
entire community throughout the 
country,” said Kovarik-Wing. 
“We’re set up as a virtual office.” 
Kovarik-Wing emphasized that 


“we are not an adoption agency, 
although we, provide general 
adoption information. Our main 
purpose is as a support group for 
families who’ve already adopted.” 
However, Kovarik-Wing ex¬ 
plained that Families Like Ours 
can help to prepare lesbians and 
gays for the adoption process, re¬ 
ferred to as “the waiting game.” 

The organization’s Web site 
also provides valuable informa¬ 
tion on different adoption op¬ 
tions, both inside the United 
States, as well as internationally. 
Families Like Ours also is compil¬ 
ing information on the adoption 
process in each state as well as 
what counties within each state 
look most favorably on LGBT 
family adoptions. Because Cali¬ 
fornia is considered more sup¬ 
portive of gay and lesbian adop¬ 
tions, “a lot of people go to Cali¬ 
fornia to adopt,” said Kovarik- 
Wing. 

And the need for gay and les¬ 
bian households to consider 
adoption is great, according to 
Kovarik-Wing. Nearly 200,000 
children within the U.S. foster care 
program alone are available for 
adoption, many of them with spe¬ 
cial needs. Among those with spe¬ 
cial needs are children infected 
with HIV. Many children aban-

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Excess virus mutations could 
hold key to fighting HIV, hepatitis C

ould a fighting-fire-with-fire 
strategy be the key to a cure 
for HIV? 

A new study aimed at treating 
hepatitis C is suggesting that 
speeding up a virus’s ability to 
mutate could ultimately cause 
the virus to overmutate and die 
off. 

University of California, San 
Francisco researchers have discov¬ 
ered that one of the few drugs 
available to treat hepatitis C, rib¬ 
avirin, works by overwhelming 
the virus with a flood of muta¬ 
tions. 

“That ribavirin destroys virus¬ 
es by generating excess mutations 
comes as a big surprise because 
viruses that the drug attacks, those 
with RNA [ribonucleic acid] as 
their genetic material, usually 
profit from their ability to mu¬ 
tate,” said Shane Crotty, a gradu¬ 
ate student in UCSF’s department 
of microbiology and immunolo¬ 
gy. “RNA viruses like HIV and the 
influenza virus use a naturally 
high mutation rate to avoid and 
escape most treatments and vac¬ 
cines. 

“These viruses are incredibly 
clever. They use mutations to get 
around almost anything. But we 
now see that ribavirin adds so 
many extra mutations to the 
virus, that it is pushed into a kind 
of genetic meltdown,” added 
Crotty. 

Two pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies have already begun working 
with the study findings to develop 
a more effective form of ribavirin. 
Currently, ribavirin is prescribed 
together with the immune boost¬ 


ing drug interferon-alpha for pa¬ 
tients who have hepatitis C, but it 
cures only about a third of these 
cases. 

So what does the study mean 
for HIV? Could the cure for HIV 
be as simple as forcing the virus to 
burn out by overmutating? 

Crotty told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that HIV presents a unique

friends.” 

Senate 

While HRC “had hoped for 
different leadership in the House 
and Senate,” Buermeyer said the 
defeat of four conservative Re¬ 
publican senators will make it 
“much easier for us to move a 
pro-active agenda and fight the 
kind of anti-gay stuff that we an¬ 
ticipate seeing.” 

Anders noted that Senator Jim 
Jeffords (R-Vermont) was one 
vote shy of getting the Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act 
out of committee. The changing 
ratio of composition on that com¬ 
mittee should make it easier to 
move the legislation from the 
committee to the floor of the Sen¬ 
ate for a vote. 

Tafel “expects no huge surpris¬ 
es” in the Senate. He sees Republi¬ 
can moderates gaining influence, 
and Maine’s Olympia Snow is 
poised to play an increasing role. 

House 

The House has its own set of 
uncertainties as the Republican 
leadership seems intent upon en- 


challenge because although it’s 
classified as an RNA virus, it con¬ 
verts into its host’s DNA. But 
Crotty said he is hopeful that 
other scientists could use his study 
to develop new and unique strate¬ 
gies to fight HIV. 

“I think now that we’ve shown 
that this strategy, this mutationiz- 
ing the virus, not only can work in 


forcing its rule of allowing people 
to serve only six years as chair of a 
particular committee. That leaves 
“a lot of unanswered questions,” 
said Anders. 

The Judiciary Committee is the 
most ideologically polarized in the 
House, with members drawn 
mainly from the left and the right 
extremes of their respective par¬ 
ties. “It is a sad commentary that 
most of us who work on civil 
rights issues are really cheering on 
Henry Hyde (R-Illinois)” in his ef¬ 
forts to retain the chairmanship of 
that committee, said Anders. 

Hyde “has been able to hold it 
together,” and generally has been 
protective of civil rights issues, 
with the exception of his strong 
pro-life stance, said Anders. His 
possible successor does not have 
such strengths. 

The Commerce Committee 
has jurisdiction over AIDS legisla¬ 
tion. Tom Bliley (R-Virginia) “did 
keep a lot of bad things from get¬ 
ting through,” said Anders. The 
Ryan White CARE Act was also 
reauthorized in 2000, for another 
five years. It is unclear who will 
succeed Bliley. 

Buermeyer said they are going 
to have to find “creative ways” to 
get the Republican leadership to 
move legislation such as hate 
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a laboratory environment but is 
actually the way the clinically used 
antiviral drug [ribavirin] works, I 
do think that will excite drug 
companies to pursue that as an 
avenue of anti-viral drug strategy, 
and hopefully even try that out 
against HIV. I don’t see why they 
shouldn’t,” said Crotty. 

The study is published in the 


December issue of Nature Medi¬ 
cine. 

Crotty’s main co-investigators 
on the study were Craig Cameron, 
Ph.D., assistant professor of bio¬ 
chemistry and molecular biology 
at Pennsylvania State University, 
and Raul Andino, Ph.D., UCSF as¬ 
sociate professor of microbiology 
and immunology. T 


crimes and ENDA. “But once 
those issues reach the floor, I think 
that we will do very, very well.” 

Counterbalancing that, she 
said that lack of visible presiden¬ 
tial support for legislation, or the 
possibility of a veto, makes it more 
difficult to ask members of Con¬ 
gress for a vote “that may be a lit¬ 
tle bit hard back home.” 

Buermeyer acknowledged the 
common wisdom that redistrict¬ 
ing following the 2000 census will 
make it difficult for Democrats to 
gain seats in the House in 2002. 
Both redistricting and the contin¬ 
ued likelihood of minority status 
will contribute to a number of 
Democrats choosing to retire. 

“We as a community have to 
be really smart about how we do 
this. We have to be willing to reach 
across the aisle and work with 
both parties. We will never pass 


anything with only one party.” She 
lay most of the blame for inaction 
at the feet of the Republican lead¬ 
ership in the House and Senate. 

Tafel anticipates that “there 
will be an effort by Democrats, 
and I include HRC in that, to try 
to embarrass Bush,” quite possibly 
on gay issues. “The goal will be to 
label him as an extremist.” 

Sloan Weisen, spokesman for 
the Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund, said that in 1992 the gay 
and lesbian community saw the 
election of Bill Clinton as a solu¬ 
tion to their problems. The far 
right took it as a reason to mobi¬ 
lize. “A lot depends on what you 
make of things,” said Weisen. He 
urged the community to see this 
change of administrations as “an 
opportunity to make good things 
happen. It is a beginning rather 
than an end point.” ▼

doned in orphanages outside the 
U.S. also suffer from AIDS. 

But special needs may not 
mean the child has a physical or 
mental disability. Within the U.S. 
foster care system a special needs 
child only means there is difficul¬ 
ty with placement. These children 
include older children, siblings 
that can’t be broken up, children 
coping with grief, children with 
behavioral or learning problems, 
or even children who identify as 
gay or lesbian. 

Despite the large numbers of 
available children, Kovarik-Wing 
warns those considering adoption 
to be prepared for a long wait. “It 
takes a minimum of a year to 
adopt,” he says. “Ten weeks of par¬ 
enting classes and two to six 
months of case study are involved 
as well.” But the reward, he feels, 
makes the wait worthwhile. 

Kovarik-Wing is the first to 
admit he doesn’t know it all. He’s 
not familiar with the ability for 
HIV-positive individuals or cou¬ 
ples or transgender individuals to 
adopt, but he hopes that those 
who do know will help to educate 
his organization. 

In addition to adoption infor¬ 
mation, Families Like Ours hopes 
to become a parenting resource 
for LGBT families. “There are 
unique situations that come up 
for gay and lesbian families,” said 
Kovarik-Wing. “Something as 
simple as your daughter wanting 
to have a slumber party can be¬ 
come a big issue if the school or 
other parents don’t yet know that 
she has two fathers or two moth¬ 
ers. We hope that our Web site be¬ 
comes a place for interactive par¬ 
enting, where people can share 
how best to manage these situa¬ 
tions.” 

Kovarik-Wing said the site also 
will be a place for children of al¬ 
ternative families to share and 
learn. “We’re developing a chat 
room for the kids of alternative 


families to interact.” He explained 
that children of alternative fami¬ 
lies can feel they’re somehow dif¬ 
ferent from kids with traditional 
parents. The “kids only” chat 
room will be a safe place where 
LGBT-parented children can un¬ 
derstand that there are many al¬ 
ternative families with kids just 
like them. 

In fact, Kovarik-Wing believes 
children of alternative families 
should have a major role in devel¬ 
oping his organization’s policies. 
“How has it been for you growing 
up in an alternative household?” 
he asked. “Only the kids or adults 
who did can answer that. As a par¬ 
ent, you want to know how best to 
help your son or daughter cope 
with the uniqueness of their fam¬ 
ily with parents, teachers and 
other kids. One of the best ways to 
find that out is from kids who’ve 
been through it.” 

Kovarik-Wing’s experience 
with the adoption process has 
helped to develop the organiza¬ 
tion’s goals on educating not just 
parents, but adoption agencies 
and judges, as well. “There was not 
really discrimination, but rather a 
lack of experience with same-sex 
partners. In some cases we were 
the first same-sex couple, or 
maybe the second or third for a 
case worker,” he explained. “Our 
organization wants to help erase 
that lack of factual information so 
that judges, agencies, and social 
workers can access our site and get 
real information about real alter¬ 
native families [and] have evi¬ 
dence that these adoptions can be 
very successful.” ▼

In a crisis? Help is near

T he holidays can be a stressful 
time for people, and for 
those going through any sort 
of crisis, there is help, representa¬ 
tives of San Francisco Suicide Pre¬ 
vention said Monday, December 
11, at a news conference to alert 
the community to available ser¬ 
vices. 

There are also a few simple 
rules that can help make the pain 
go away. First, get outside yourself. 
“If you can’t take care of yourself, 
take care of someone else,” sug¬ 
gests Eve Meyer, executive director 
of SFSP. “If you go through a cri¬ 
sis yourself, when you are through 


that crisis, you’re in a very good 
position to help someone else. 
Consider yourself a scout. 

“Second, if you can’t take care 
of yourself, get someone to take 
care of you,” Meyer continued. 
“The third rule is to remember 
your family will love you in De¬ 
cember just as they did in May.” 
Meyer said she personally took 
great solace when she decided to 
simply “give up” on her own birth 
family. 

And with a special focus on 
helping queers and others at high 
risk for feeling estranged during 
the holidays, Meyer said, “Let’s 
come up with rule number four: 
if your family doesn’t work, make 
your own family.” T

ACRC's Edell reflects as agency turns 11

T he AIDS Community Re¬ 
search Consortium is about 
to enter its 11th year of op¬ 
eration as its executive director 
marks his 10th at the organization 
and his 20th year in HIV/AIDS- 
related work. 

“We had our 10th anniversary 
this year,” Executive Director 
Michael Edell told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

ACRC is Northern California’s 
largest community-based HIV/ 
AIDS research, education, and out¬ 
reach center. Its offices are located 
in Redwood City and it primarily 
serves clients in San Mateo, Santa 
Clara, and Santa Cruz counties. 

The organization was founded 
in 1989 by Dr. Stanley C. Deresin- 
ski. Co-founders include Dr. Den¬ 
nis Israelski, Dr. Denny McShane, 
the late Dr. William H. Lipil, Dr. 
Pradeep Rao, Maryanne Deresins- 
ki, R.N., and Nina Kulgein, R.N. 
According to the organization’s 


Web site, Stanley Deresinski re¬ 
called the work in starting ACRC. 
“In 1989, the concept of commu¬ 
nity-based AIDS research was in 
its infancy. HIV-positive patients 
could only receive a new treat¬ 
ment if they participated in a clin¬ 
ical trial at academic research cen¬ 
ters, most of which were ill- 
equipped to manage a patient’s 
medical condition. ACRC allowed 
local physicians to bring clinical 
trials to the safety and familiarity 
of the family practice.” 

Just over a decade later, ACRC 
finds itself struggling much like its 
patients of yesterday and today, 
Edell noted, adding that many 
AIDS organizations are feeling the 
effects of donor apathy. Edell said 
there is a chance that ACRC may 
change by combining with a sim¬ 
ilar agency. 

Edell, 49, brought to his job 
twin majors in human resources 
and small group organization and 
then guided the first years in clin¬ 
ical trials ACRC. The operation 
then gradually shifted into educa¬ 


tion and outreach. Edell said 
ACRC has listened closely to the 
needs of its clients over the past 
decade as it became clear that 
many HIV-positive people need 
information and support as well 
as treatments. 

He also said that he’s disturbed 
by recent reports that young peo¬ 
ple are engaging in unsafe sex. 
“Some teens believe that taking a 
chance on sex without using a 
condom is worth the thrill be¬ 
cause they think the new HIV 
medications will cure them if they 
become infected,” he recently 
noted. 

While ACRC may expand its 
programs, the clinical trials will 
likely continue. Approximately 
2,000 trials have been conducted 
over the years and while there 
have been some deaths, advance¬ 
ments also have been made.Y

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view the complex methodology 
known as the “delphi” system used 
to come up with the preliminary 
estimates. Then, without explana¬ 
tion, the meeting was postponed 
to November. 

Now, according to Mike Shriv- 
er, Mayor Willie Brown’s new ad¬ 
viser on HIV policy, the meeting 
has been rescheduled for January 
19, and rather than allowing the 
epidemiologists at DPH/UCSF to 
run the show again, the mayor has 
taken the reins, and will be host¬ 


ing the meeting at City Hall. 

But those members of the pub¬ 
lic with an interest in the issue 
should not bother to note the date 
in their new 2001 calendars: the 
mayor has decided to close the 
meeting to the public. 

“[We] actually have been in the 
process of putting together the 
consensus meeting ... now it’s 
going to be held in January because 
of the holiday season and the fact 
that the meeting is now going to be 
by invitation only,” said Shriver, 
speaking to the Bay Area Reporter 
on Wednesday, December 6. 

“There’s going to actually be 
some processes that I know some 


of folks in the community are 
going to be doing to help get peo¬ 
ple prepared for it to look at get¬ 
ting some more community folks 
to be part of the process and look 
at explaining how the ‘delphi’ 
[and] consensus meeting is going 
to be happening,” he continued. 

“I, of course, am hosting the 
meeting; it’s going to be [at City 
Hall],” Shriver said. “And then on 
January the 19th, we should be 
able to have that harmonic con¬ 
vergence of everybody to be able 
to be in the same room together. 

“It’s actually quite good. I’m 
glad it’s going to be happening,” 
added Shriver. ▼

District 7, it appears, has voted 
out incumbent Supervisor Mabel 
Teng, who at press time had 49.5 
percent of the vote. Challenger 
Tony Hall, who has his critics for 
seemingly endorsing a pro-white 
platform, edged out Teng at 50.5 
percent of the vote. Reviews are 
mixed when it comes to the results 
of this race. 

District 8, not surprisingly, re¬ 
tained the openly gay Leno as its 
voice, giving him 51.6 percent of 
the vote. What was surprising was 
the tough fight given by lesbian 
challenger Eileen Hansen, who at 
one point saw the race in a dead 
heat but ended the evening with 
48.4 percent of the vote. 

District 10 once again favored 
the grassroots effort over the well- 
funded candidate; Amtrak electri¬ 
cian Sophenia Maxwell took 56 
percent of the vote, while Linda 
Richardson, a former planning 
commissioner, came up short 
with 44 percent. 

In perhaps the most surprising 
race of the evening, District 11

residents not only bid Supervisor 
Amos Brown adieu, but did so in a 
manner that said they were not 
impressed with his history. 
Brown, it was widely reported ear¬ 
lier this year, evicted an elderly 
woman and her disabled gay son 
so that he could move into the dis¬ 
trict and run for his seat; residents 


met that move by giving him just 
38.3 percent of the vote. Chal¬ 
lenger Gerardo Sandoval, a deputy 
public defender, won a whopping 
61.7 percent of the vote. 

The new Board of Supervisors 
will be sworn in on January 8, and 
then set about the tasks of electing 
a board president and establishing 
committee memberships. Political 
observers give Ammiano the edge 
in being re-elected board presi¬ 
dent. The new board members 
also will draw lots to determine 
five seats that will be up for elec¬ 
tion in two years, and six seats that 
will be up for grabs in four years. 

The composition of the cur¬ 
rent board now consists of four 
people of color, just one woman 
(Maxwell), and only two openly 
gay supervisors (Leno and Ammi¬ 
ano). Judging by the election re¬ 
sults, however, it appears that 
many LGBT activists feel that gays 
are better represented by the pro¬ 
gressive heterosexual candidates 
elected, because of their positions 
on housing, economic empower¬

Supervisor Mark Leno, who 
has championed the LGBTQQ 
transitional housing program at 
2500 Market Street which will 
house up to 15 young adults for 
periods of three to six months, 
had initially hoped that the facili¬ 
ty across from Harvey Milk Plaza 
on Castro Street would be ready to 
begin taking homeless youth off 
the streets before winter. 

Winter of 1999, that is. 

Bitterly opposed by many of 
the facility’s neighbors who feared 
that an emergency drop-in shelter 
- as it was proposed in August 
1999 - would become a magnet 
for crime, drugs, and trash and 
would adversely affect property 
values in their neighborhood, last 
year Leno instead helped secure 


city funding for a temporary, 
drop-in shelter at the former Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Church in 
Noe Valley, and each night several 
young people were transported to 
the church by van. And in 1998 a 
queer youth shelter was set up in 
the Castro at the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center, across the 
street from LYRIC’s offices on 
Collingwood. 

Both the EVRC and the MCC 
shelters were highly controversial 
among their neighbors, and both 
were operated under city contract 
by the nonprofit Ark of Refuge, 
which operates several other shel¬ 
ters and transitional housing pro¬ 
jects in the Bay Area, and which 
also won the $600,000 annualized 
contract for the new program. 

But 2500 Market Street will not 
be an emergency drop-in shelter, 
instead requiring potential resi¬ 
dents to undergo an intake inter-

under the U.S. Constitution. 

The court reversed the Florida 
decision and remanded the case 
back to Tallahassee “for further 
proceedings not inconsistent with 
this opinion.” 

Five of the justices acknowl¬ 
edged that there was no way the 
Florida court could comply in 
fashioning a procedure and com¬ 
pleting a recount by the midnight 
December 12 deadline stipulated 
in Florida law. 

The court’s three most conser¬ 
vative justices would have gone 
further in a concurring opinion 
written by Chief Justice William 
Rehnquist. They said that while 
the Florida court normally has the 
power to interpret election laws 
written by the state Legislature, 
Article 2 of the Constitution dele¬ 
gates authority to choose presi¬ 
dential electors specifically to state 
legislatures. 

The Florida court went too far 
in first extending the statutory 
certification deadline of electors 
established by the Legislature, and 
in their interpretation of what 
constituted a legal vote, Rehnquist 
wrote. “Florida statutory law can¬ 
not reasonably be thought to re¬ 
quire the counting of improperly 
marked ballots.” 

Splinters 

The four more liberal mem¬ 
bers of the court each penned 
opinions in which they dissented 
in part or in whole. Justices David 
Souter and Stephen Breyer were 
part of the seven-member major¬ 
ity in finding fault with the Flori¬ 
da procedures, though they 
thought there still may be time to 
correct them. 

Justice John Paul Stevens, 
joined by Justices Ruth Bader Gins- 
burg and Breyer, wrote that this 
was not a case that required feder¬ 
al intervention as the Article 2 con¬ 
siderations “are not substantial.” 

The Florida Legislature, in 
writing “a unitary code for all 
elections” intended the Florida 
Supreme Court to play the same 
role in all elections, said Stevens. 
While admitting the likelihood of 
counties having differing stan¬ 
dards of determining voter intent, 


he believed those issues could be 
resolved by “a single impartial 
magistrate.” 

Stevens harshly criticized the 
majority for “the disenfranchise¬ 
ment of an unknown number of 
voters” by issuing their stay of the 
recount on December 9. He closed 
with bitter words: “Although we 
may never know with complete 
certainty the identity of the win¬ 
ner of this year’s Presidential elec¬ 
tion, the identity of the loser is 
perfectly clear. It is the Nation’s 
confidence in the judge as an im¬ 
partial guardian of the rule of law.” 

Justice Souter thought the ma¬ 
jority had been wrong in issuing 
an order on December 9 that 
stopped the vote recount in Flori¬ 
da. If the process had been allowed 
to continue, he believed that the 
equal protection issues might have 
been resolved by the time the Elec¬ 
toral College was scheduled to 
meet on December 18. Justice 
Breyer joined in that opinion. 

In a pointed rebuttal of each of 
Rehnquist’s positions, Justice Gins- 
burg said, “Federal courts defer to 
state high courts’ interpretations of 
their state’s own law.” Justices 
Stevens, Souter, and Breyer joined 
in that section of the dissent. 

“I cannot agree that the re¬ 
count adopted by the Florida 
court, flawed as it may be, would 
yield a result any less fair or pre¬ 
cise than the certification that pre¬ 
ceded that recount,” Ginsburg 
wrote, joined only by Stevens. 

She ended, “The Court’s con¬ 
clusion that a constitutionally ad¬ 
equate recount is impractical is a 
prophecy the Court’s own judg¬ 
ment will not allow to be tested. 
Such an untested prophecy should 
not decide the Presidency of the 
United States.” 

Justice Breyer wrote, “The 
Court was wrong to take this case. 
It was wrong to grant a stay. It 
should now vacate that stay and 
permit the Florida Supreme Court 
to decide whether the recount 
should resume.” He would have 
given Florida until December 18 
to resolve the issue. The three 
other liberals joined in some parts 
of that opinion. 

Reactions 

Soon after the decision was re¬ 
leased, Ed Rendell, former mayor 
of Philadelphia and general chair-

view at the Dimensions Clinic at 
the Castro-Mission Health Center 
on 17th Street, which will make 
referrals to the new housing pro¬ 
gram.

In addition to free room and 
board, the Ark of Refuge offers a 
full range of treatment and coun¬ 
seling services, both on- and off¬ 
site, including employment coun¬ 
seling, health care, and substance 
abuse treatment.

had hoped to open 2500 Market 
to homeless youth by mid-No¬ 
vember. 

But in the end, it was delays in 
construction work - which began 
just two weeks ago by Fineline, the 
same firm that is building the new 
LGBT community center at Mar¬ 
ket and Octavia streets - that pre¬ 
vented the former gym from 
opening to homeless youth before 
the holidays. 

“Given the holiday, we will be 
opening in January,” said Margot 
d. Antonetty, housing policy and 
program manager at DPH. “[The] 
exact date will have to wait until 
we are a bit further along with the 
construction.” 

Eric Politzer, interim program 
manager for the Ark of Refuge, 
said that “At this point we are 
looking [at] late January as the 
early time frame. It’s possible that 
we’ll be open by the third week in 
January, but that’s contingent on 
some things falling into place.” 

“I think it’s horrible, it’s un¬ 
conscionable that there isn’t any¬ 
thing for them now,” said housing 
rights activist Tommi Avicolli 
Mecca, who noted that 2500 Mar¬ 
ket Street will not solve the prob¬ 
lem of queer youth homelessness 
in the Castro. Many youth who 
are drawn to the Castro for its 
comparative freedoms are not 
ready to make a commitment to 
stay in a supervised, structured fa¬ 
cility for several months, he said. 
And many queer youth face an 
unwelcoming and often unsafe 
environment in other city-funded 
adult shelters. 

“MCC has got a committee to¬ 
gether, and I’m involved with it, to 
look into getting a new temporary 
shelter for homeless queer youth 
in the Castro area,” said Avicolli 
Mecca. “We haven’t located a site 
yet, but we’re working on it. Basi¬ 


cally I feel like we’ve let down 
homeless queer youth once again.” 

Health Director Dr. Mitch Katz 
has established the 2500 lytarket 
advisory committee, a small 
group of area residents and others 
concerned with the problem of 
homelessness in the neighbor¬ 
hood. The committee will be 
meeting on the second and the 
fourth Thursdays of each month 
from 6:30 to 8 p.m., and meets 
Thursday December 14 (tonight) 
at LYRIC at 127 Collingwood (be¬ 
tween 18th and 19th streets). 

Joe Ereneta, 23, who works for 
LYRIC’s wellness program, was 
appointed by Katz to represent the 
facility’s target population as the 
LGBTQQ young adult representa¬ 
tive on the 2500 Market Street 
community advisory committee. 

“I think it’s great that we’re 
moving the meetings here to the 
Castro [from DPH],” said Erena- 
ta, though not because it makes it 
more convenient for him. He re¬ 
cently was forced to move out of 
the Castro, and now has to com¬ 
mute to work. 

“It’s too expensive here,” he 
said. 

Erenata hopes that having ad¬ 
visory committee meetings in the 
Castro will encourage concerned 
neighbors and others to attend, 
and will allow a continuing, pro¬ 
ductive dialogue between the Ark 
of Refuge, DPH, and Castro resi¬ 
dents and merchants. 

“I have to admit that it’s nice 
being on the committee, and talk¬ 
ing about the details of what the 
program is going to look like, and 
not about whether it’s going to 
happen,” he said.

Q n a world where the sound¬ 
bite reigns supreme, it’s sur¬ 
prising that short films 
haven’t become a more pop¬ 
ular part of the cinematic 
landscape.

Scandalous 
stories about the backstage antics 
of the star-studded cast of Magic 
Theatre’s The Late Henry Moss 
continue to flood our in-box; if 
you have yet another sordid anec¬ 
dote to relate, Out There says take 
a number! 

It seems Star A found his 
dressing room at the charming old 
Theatre on the Square just a tad 
too small for his sizable ego, so he

No wonder wags of the 
theatre world are calling the 
Magic’s sold-out run Long Day's 
Journey Into Shepard! 

But here’s the beauty part: 
Henry Moss’ Main Man himself, 
playwright Sam Shepard, flew 
out of this godforsaken backwater 
immediately following his open¬ 
ing, and we bet we know where to: 
London, of course, where his lady 
friend Jessica Lange was set to 
open upon the West End stage. Es¬ 
saying what role, you ask? Why, 
none other than Mary Tyrone, in 
Long Day’s Journey Into Night! 
Out There asks, why didn’t Shep¬ 
ard just stay in town, sit back, and 
watch the real thing? 

Ned in a minor key 

The fifth and latest publication 
of the diaries of gay composer 
Ned Rorem, Lies , is, as usual, a 
thicket of musical insight and self- 
regard, as we find Rorem obsess¬ 
ing about his every mention in 
print, and firing off hundreds of 
heated letters to the editors of var¬ 
ious periodicals. However does 
the dear have any time left to com¬ 
pose? 

The Counterpoint release cov¬ 
ers Rorem’s diaries from 1986- 
1999, a poignant time which in¬ 
cludes the decline and death from 
AIDS of his beloved companion 
Jim Holmes, and thus a great deal 
of mortal reflection from Ned. But 
there’s still plenty of salt and pep¬ 
per, as you’d expect, and a full cast 
of glamorous characters. 

For example, a 1988 entry: 
“Visit from [SF author] Herb 
Gold, very centered on homosex¬ 
uality for one admitted all 
straight. Asked if he’d ever ‘done 
it’ with a man, he says no. Asked if 
he were forced by the Gestapo to 
choose between an 80-year-old 


harpy and a handsome lad, what... 
But of course, it depends on the 
acts required.” 

OT always finds it fun to hear 
social climbers and name-drop¬ 
pers declaim on their own kind. 
Here is Rorem: “Reading galleys of 
[gay poet] Harold Norse’s silly 
memoir called Bastard Angel, but 
could as well be called Little Me 
with all its boasting of famous 
people he’s refused to put out for. 
If years ago I blurbed [author 
James] Salter’s first novel with, 
‘Can be read with the heart, the 
head, and with one hand,’ this 
book can be read with one hand 
on the TV remote control.” 

Bad sports 

Our phone buddy the sports 
maven found this in the pages of 
the USA Today sports section: 
“John Salley, the ex-NBA player 
and NBC analyst, in an HBO spe¬ 
cial on sex and sports debuting 
Dec. 20, suggested an openly gay 
NBA player would face ‘worse’ 
criticism than Jackie Robinson 
did in breaking baseball’s color 
line. He added that [reputed 
racist] Atlanta pitcher John 
Rocker ‘would be accepted into 
the NAACP’ before a gay player 
would be accepted in the NBA.” 
Chimes in the Football Fan: “Or 
the NFL or the NHL or the MLB!” 

Backfill boys 

From time to time when you 
write a big-city newspaper col¬ 
umn, you find yourself resorting 
to some fancy footwork to fill 
those column inches. Imagine, the 
Hearst -era Examiner actually 
used to run transcripts of call-in 
remarks from talk radio shows, 
and then package it as a column! 

Using another gambit, an erst¬ 
while managing editor/still a 
columnist for another SF weekly 
once played a game of “Name 
That Columnist” in her space, 
thus enabling her to re-publish 
material from other people’s 
columns that was pretty much a 
waste of many barrels of ink to 
begin with! 

Of course, umpteen years after 
his death, Chronicle columnist 
Herb Caen is still the favorite 
scribe of SF ruling-class society, 
helped along by the fact that he is, 
as previously mentioned, a dead 
columnist. 

But we’re still snickering over 
the piece by that gay magazine 
writer in which he compared his 
sex life with that of his editor: 
“When we first got published,” 
wrote Scribe X, “we were guaran¬ 
teed to have hoards of men climb¬ 
ing over each other to reach us.

'Carpenter Xmas' returns to the Marsh

M s a teenager, the woman 
who so uncannily recreates 
ft Karen Carpenter every 
Christmas didn’t much care for 
the brother-and-sister act she re¬ 
garded as musically corny and po¬ 
litically suspect. 

“After all, the Carpenters were 
Richard Nixon’s favorite group,” 
Katie Guthorn said. “It was just 
the kind of stuff your parents 
would love, so you had to hate 
them.” 

But Guthorn, who has co- 
starred for seven years in A Karen 
Carpenter Christmas, changed her 
tune once she seriously began 
studying her subject. “There was a 
lot going on there musically,” 
Guthorn said, “and after going to 
the library, we found out a lot of 
interesting stuff about her, and we 
began to think it was a little sad 
that people only remember Karen 
as an anorexic.” 

The show, which opens next 
week at the Marsh, is not a slash- 
and-burn satire, but neither is it a 
lounge-act tribute. “One critic 
called us fluff with an edge,” 
Guthorn said. “That’s one of our 
favorite quotes.” 

Basically, the show 
lets you enjoy such 
songs as “Close to You,” 

“Rainy Days and Mon¬ 
days,” and “For All We 
Know” without having 
to feel guilty because the 
show gently mocks for 
you the Carpenters 
and the era that 
spawned them. 

In the show writ¬ 
ten and directed by Tom Ross, 
Karen is feeling mopey because 
she can’t find her Christmas spir¬ 
it, and there is a holiday television 
special looming. Morey Goldstein, 
Guthorn’s husband of 15 years, 
plays Richard Carpenter, and 
Joshua Raoul Brody, Jo-Carol, and 
Steffanos X play such guest stars as 
Tom Jones, Barbra Streisand, 
Ethel Merman, and Alvin and the 
Chipmunks. 

“The show was written for the 
Marsh, for that stage and that the¬ 
atrical setup,” Guthorn said. “Ac¬ 
tually, we were the first show to 


play at the Marsh.” 

But that wasn’t the first time 
Guthorn and Goldstein had taken 
on the personas of Karen and 
Richard. About 10 years 
ago, they began doing 
their impressions of the 
Carpenters in little 
playlets at such hip 
music clubs as DNA 
and the Paradise 
Lounge. 

“The very first time 
I sang those songs 
at the Paradise 
Lounge,” Guthorn 
said, “there were 
three girls crying in the audience. 
I thought they were either really 
drunk, or we had hit some kind of 
chord.” 

Since doing the show at the 
Marsh, Guthorn has noticed a lot 
of repeat visitors each year, espe¬ 
cially among the show’s gay fans. 
“There’s a sturdy bunch of guys 
who come down from the Russian 
River each year and sit in the front 
row,” she said, “and there are a 
bunch of Richard fans who sit 
over by Richard.” 

Does Guthorn think of A 
Karen Carpenter Christmas as 


camp entertainment? “Morey and 
Tom get into this argument every 
year,” she said. “One of them says 
it’s kitschy and the other says it’s 
campy, and I just leave the room.” 

What Guthorn enjoys most are 
“those depressing sad songs” that 
Karen would often sing. “Richard 
was a genius iivterms of picking 
these songs for Karen, because 
there’d always be this little ray of 
hope that would show up in the 
bridge, or maybe the last verse 
would turn things around and say, 
well, it’s probably going to get bet¬ 
ter. And when you listen to the 
recordings, she’s so convincing. 
She could obviously go to a very 
dark place, even if she couldn’t do 
that in the rest of her life.” 

During most of the year, 
Guthorn and Goldstein perform 
as part of Big Bang Beat, a 12- 
piece party band that plays gigs 
around the world. It’s been hard 
some years to find time for the 
Carpenters, and Guthorn isn’t 
sure how long the tradition will 
continue. “Every year, we think it 
is the last,” she said. “We always do 
it as if we’re never going to do it 
again.”

Mon.- Sat., 


Order Online 
www.sfballet.org 


Smooth operators 

'A Grand Night for Singing' at NCTC

■p here isn’t a Christmas song 

: among the nearly three 
1 dozen Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein songs represented in A 
Grand Night for Singing, but 
somehow it still feels like holiday 
entertainment. 

Maybe that’s because many of 
these songs come with the same 
button-pushing familiarity of 
“Silent Night” or “White Christ¬ 
mas.” Whether by design or by ac¬ 
cident, the New Conservatory 
Theatre Center has wrapped up 
the songs in a tidy gift package 
that offers a cheery alternative to 
programs of constant caroling. 

A Grand Night for Singing 
began life as a supperclub enter¬ 
tainment before being spruced up 
for a Broadway run in 1993. At 
New Conservatory, where the 
revue is being presented as part of 
its In Concert series, several songs 
have been dropped to turn it back 
into a one-act presentation that 


lasts barely 70 minutes. 

Walter Bobbie, who would go 
on to win raves and a Tony Award 
for directing the revival of Chica¬ 
go, did some clever things when he 
assembled A Grand Night for 
Singing. 

First of all, it’s not a greatest- 
hits collection, but a thoughtful as¬ 
semblage of both the famous and 
the worthy. Secondly, instead of a 
scattershot approach, the songs are 
arranged to create a thematic arc, 
starting with new love and pro¬ 
ceeding through such stages as 
lust, confusion, frustration, and 
commitment. And finally, the 
lyrics and arrangements have been 
given fresh hearings, yet without 
undermining the pleasures of en¬ 
countering these old friends. 

Amazingly, a song like “Maria” 
(as in, “How do you solve a prob¬ 
lem like...”), that I assumed could 
be sung only by nuns, can actual¬ 
ly Serve quite effectively as a young 
man’s lament about his flighty 
girlfriend. And “Surrey with the 
Fringe on the Top,” so seemingly 


rooted in a day when people actu¬ 
ally used words like “surrey,” 
somehow becomes a credible song 
of contemporary courtship. 

Both of these songs fall to Nick 
Hoffa, who has the sweetest, most 
evocative voice in the five-mem¬ 
ber cast. Of the women, Linda 
Haggerty scores best in her solos, 
noticeably “Do I Love You?” and 
“Something Wonderful.” 

Alexandra Ackerman, 

Carmichael Blankenship, and 
Bobbie L. Duncan are heard to 
best advantage in the ensemble 
numbers, which can turn “Some 
Enchanted Evening” and “I Have 
Dreamed” into stirring anthems. 
The production has been smooth¬ 
ly staged by Dyan McBride, and 
musical director Michael O’Dell 
provides strong support from the 
piano. ▼

Raw space, raw emotions 

Brava Theater's 'Belen - A Book of Hours'

T he Brava Theater Center 
didn’t have to worry about 
any of PG&E’s rolling holi¬ 
day blackouts at its grand open¬ 
ing. A mighty generator was 
parked outside the theater, offer¬ 
ing up its gift of light to first- 
nighters who passed by “hard hat 
area” signs that may not yet be out 
of date. The gutted lobby of the 
old York Theater remains raw and 
exposed, with the auditorium sev¬ 
eral steps ahead of that. 


But the rawness could only 
complement the production cho¬ 
sen to inaugurate this work-in¬ 
progress theater that is home to 
Brava! for Women in the Arts. 
Belen - A Book of Hours itself is 
raw, both stylistically and emo¬ 
tionally, as it poetically plunges 
into the psyches of wounded 
women. Presented by the interna¬ 
tionally recognized Mabou 
Mines, this is quintessential 
avant-garde theater. 

The 75-minute piece takes its 
name from a sanctuary created in

Report from First Thursday in December

I holography dominates the 
® gallery scene citywide this 
month. Perhaps these 
more-than-one-of-a-kind art¬ 
works are better priced for holiday 
giving. Be that as it may, there are 
some sublime offerings. 

At Haines Gallery (49 Geary 
Street, Fifth Floor), photographer 
Nigel Poor has installed an elegant 
exhibition titled Found. Twelve 
sets of chiaroscuro photographs 
are laid out in the pattern of a cal¬ 
endar, with each photograph rep¬ 
resenting one day in 1998. The 
artist’s process was to scour the 
streets and sidewalks of whatever 
neighborhood or city she hap¬ 
pened to be in on that day, and to 
retrieve one object for observa¬ 
tion, reflection, and documenta¬ 
tion. She has managed, in the cen¬ 
turies-old tradition of still life 
painting, to dignify homely and 
humble bits of debris by objecti¬ 
fying them. Her dramatically lit, 
black-and-white studio pho¬ 
tographs force the viewer to focus 
on every detail of the ordinary, 
but sometimes symbolically 
charged, cast-off scraps from 
other people’s lives. An embossed, 
or “debossed,” identifying inscrip¬ 
tion in the corner of each richly 
beautiful image imparts another 
level of gravity, like a tombstone 
memorial. 

The 365 photographs on the 
gallery walls are complemented by 
pedestals which hold Poor’s note¬ 
books, detailing the circumstances 
and location of her “finds,” along 
with a Polaroid documentation of 
the object. Far more than an 
archivist, she manages to impart 
dignity to the cast-off object, and 
we are forced to draw a parallel to 
the plight of the cast-off members 
of society who also occupy the 
sidewalks of the world. Found 
closes on January 10,2001. 

Next door at Rena Bransten 
Gallery (77 Geary Street, Second 
Floor), an installation of Euro¬ 
pean artists working in large for¬ 
mats continues the theme of the 
man-made object as focus for the 
photographer. All three photogra¬ 
phers, Miriam Backstrom, 
Matthias Hock, and Edwin Zwak-

man, train their cameras on urban 
“sets,” some of them literally just 
that. Sweden’s Backstrom pho¬ 
tographs film sets, and the fiction 
of the interiors is betrayed by par¬ 
tially painted walls and missing 
ceilings. Zwakman, from the 
Netherlands, constructs and pho¬ 
tographs his own sets. Most com¬ 
pelling are the enormous urban 
views of Germany’s Hock, work¬ 
ing in Paris, where his urban views 
feature more negative than posi¬ 
tive space. (Closes January 6, 
2001 .) 

Animal snaps 

A further parallel peeks out of 
the back room of Gallery Paule 
Anglim (14 Geary Street). Behind 
a presentation of the latest paint¬ 
ings of iconoclastic Beat artist 
Wally Hedrick are the deceptively 


homey'“snapshots” of Alice Shaw. 
In Dreams and Harsh Realities: 
Photographs about Perception, 
Shaw features the sort of snaps 
that you have in your photo 
album, all of them featuring arti¬ 
ficiality disguised as nature: flow¬ 
ered wallpaper, a stuffed animal. 
(Ends December 29.) 

Among the images installed 
through December 29 at Fraenkel 
Gallery (49 Geary, Fifth Floor), in 
the second room is a sadly comical 
Diane Arbus black-and-white 
photo which appears at first 
glance to be a sylvan landscape, 
but which is in fact a wall mural in 
a building in New York City. The 
“landscape” continues across an 
electrical outlet near the bottom 
of the composition. It is a fitting 
segue from a handsome installa- 
page 48 ►

Pithy galore 

If those three books were my fa¬ 
vorites this year, others — a little 
less rigorous perhaps — gave much 
pleasure and would undoubtedly 
be received with such, especially by 
the opera fan on your gift list. 55 
Years in Five Acts: My Life in 
Opera by Astrid Varnay and Don¬ 
ald Arthur (Northeastern Universi¬ 
ty Press; $30) is an entertaining au¬ 
tobiography by the outspbken 
Swedish-American dramatic sopra¬ 
no who is many a Wagnerite’s ideal 
Briinnhilde. Pithy comments on 
stage direction and colleagues (usu¬ 
ally generous, she thoroughly 
loathed Rudolf Bing and Herbert 
von Karajan) and a welcome ab¬ 
sence of “then I sang” and “then I 
met” fatuity make this volume a 
splendidly opinionated read. 

Leonard Warren: American 
Baritone by Mary Jane 
Phillips-Matz (Amadeus Press; 
$39.95) is typical of this author’s 
painstaking research methods — 
almost more than you wanted to 
know. She exhaustively documents 
the events leading up to Warren’s 
death on stage at the Metropolitan 
Opera in 1960. (I was at the War 
Memorial that night, ushering for 
Birgit Nilsson’s local debut in Tu- 
randot, when they told us Warren 
had died during a performance of 
La Forza del Destino). Even if Matz 
doesn’t succeed in making us like 
this stuffed shirt, she gives us 
enough “all” with the warts to re¬ 
mind us what a magnificent artist 
Warren was — the finest non-Ital¬ 
ian Verdi singer I’ve ever heard. As 
always with this series of opera 
bios from Portland, the indices are 
worth the price of admission. 

Finally, for pure fun, there is He¬ 
lena Matheopoulos’ The Great 
Tenors from Caruso to the Pre¬ 
sent (Vendome Press; $40), which 
came out last year but is just cross¬ 
ing my desk. From Gigli to Carreras, 
with pit-stops for Bjoerling, del 
Monaco, Pavarotti and Domingo, 
Matheopoulos offers sharp thumb¬ 
nail sketches, gobs of fabulous por¬ 
traits — mercy, but Corelli was a 
hunk — and even a 77-minute CD 
of “best hits,” including Richard 
Tauber’s “Dein ist mein ganzes 
Herz” and Alfredo Kraus’ incompa¬ 
rable “Pourquoi me reveiller.” This 
heady stuff reminds us why tenors 
are still the Eiffel Towers of opera. 
No pun intended. T 


Too bad, because he’ll be re¬ 
membered when they are long 
forgotten. I rank Piazzolla with 
Bartok, Kodaly, Syzmanowski and 
other great musical nationalists of 
the previous century. The authors 
of this biography agree, docu¬ 
menting the growth of Piazzolla’s 
compositional talent at the same 
time that they chronicle his self¬ 
destructive life as a touring band 
leader. Sometimes the musical 
analysis is skimpy or superficial. Is 
“Oblivion,” the beautiful song he 
wrote for Marco Bellocchio’s Pi¬ 
randello film, Enrico IV, really 
“perilously close to schmaltz,” or 
are the authors thinking of Pablo 
Ziegler’s perfume commercial 
arrangement with Orpheus? In 
any case, an absorbing and infor¬ 
mative book that will send you in 
search of new Piazzolla experi¬ 
ences. 

Big man, big ego 

Herbert von Karajan: A Life 
in Music by Richard Osborne; 
Northeastern University Press, 
$35. The Austrian conductor, who 
died in 1989, has been subjected 
to an unfair barrage of received 
opinion, especially from the 
British, who just can’t get their 
facts straight about Karajan’s 
“Nazi past,” but who, as the con¬ 
ductor himself used to say in re¬ 
fusing to defend himself, “will be¬ 
lieve what they want to believe, re¬ 
gardless of the facts.” 

Osborne, while demonstrating 
that Karajan was an autocrat, an 
egotist (big surprise; all successful 
conductors are egotists; it’s not 
possible to stand up in front of a

huge audience that knows noth¬ 
ing and an orchestra that knows 
everything if you don’t think you 
are the best at what you do) and 
sometimes not very nice, pro¬ 
duces all the proof, documents 
and commentary necessary to let 
you make up your own mind. If 
you still don’t like the maestro’s 
conducting, fine, but after 850 
pages of a judicious (and juicy) 
read, I’m inclined to agree with 
mezzo Christa Ludwig, who, 
when asked what Karajan re¬ 
minded her of, replied, “Le bon 
Dieu .” 

Berlioz: The Making of an 
Artist (Vol. 1); Servitude and 
Greatness (Vol. 2) by David 
Cairns; University of California 
Press, $40 each. What does it say 
about book publishing when the 
best music books are produced by 
university presses? (Answer: Too 
many congloms sell too much 
Martha Stewart and too many 
self-help tomes to be bothered 
with anything serious.) The best 
thing about this Berlioz bio (and 
the two books above) is that 
though they are smack up-to-date 
with the latest information and 
scholarship, they are written with 
unfussy, readable ease. Cairns’ 
achievement is more notable be¬ 
cause he brings the era as well as 
the man to life. 

In three years we celebrate the 
birth bicentennary of this great¬ 
est classical romantic composer 
(no, that is not an oxymoron). In 
advance of the event, which will 
probably mean the usual com¬ 
memorative coffee mugs and 
endless repetitions of the Sym¬ 
phonic fantastique, Cairns (a 
British conductor, critic, scholar) 
has corrected and refurbished 
Vol. 1 of this set (published a 
decade ago) and given us nearly 
900 new pages, tracing the com¬ 
poser’s volcanic love life and the 
works of his maturity, including 
that much-mutilated master¬ 
piece, Les Troyens, which San 
Francisco Opera delivered part of 
so vigorously in the ’60s. The pas¬ 
sionate engagement of Cairns’ 
prose, especially when Berlioz 
was an old man, is almost fright¬ 
ening.

Le Grand Tango: The Life 
and Music of Astor Piazzolla by 

Maria Susana Azzi and Simon 
Collier; Oxford University Press, 
$30. Here is the first scholarly 
book about Argentina’s greatest 
composer (sorry, Ginastera fans, 
but nobody listens to your guy for 
pure pleasure). It has appropriate 
notes, attributions, lists of com¬ 
positions — all the stuff that dis¬ 
tinguishes a “real” composer from 
a pop star. 

Everybody now acknowledges 
what was only accepted by a few 
when Piazzolla was alive — that 
the bandoneon master blended 


his native tango with jazz, classi¬ 
cal chamber music (he adored 
Bach and Schubert, playing both 
on the bandoneon) and other 
styles to create a new music. He 
called it “nuevo tango” and insist¬ 
ed it was to listen to, not to dance 
to. As a result, tango traditional¬ 
ists, anchored to the rigid dance 
band music of the ’30s orquesta 
tipica, didn’t have much use for 
Piazzolla.

MTT holds forth with the San Francisco Symphony

S an Francisco Symphony 
Music Director Michael 
Tilson Thomas is back from 
hiatus, and in just two short weeks 
at Davies Hall, he has managed to 
pretty well erase the memory of all 
the guest conductors who ap¬ 
peared in his absence. His pro¬ 
grams have been predictably stim¬ 
ulating and varied, though his 
custom of speaking to the audi¬ 
ence before performing difficult 
pieces has veered into something 
approaching self-parody. 

Mentored by Leonard Bern¬ 
stein and raised, like many of us, 
on that great teacher’s Young Peo¬ 
pled Concerts, MTT gently guides 
the uninitiated through the intri¬ 
cacies of modern music, ensuring 
maximum understanding and en¬ 
joyment. Of course, with an adult 
audience there is a line to walk be¬ 
tween illumination and conde¬ 
scension. Generally speaking, 
Tilson Thomas manages well, but 
now he is actually adding snippets 
of the upcoming works to his 
talks, and the results are drawing 
mixed reactions. 

Two weeks ago, when young 
violinist Gil Shaham made his 
much-anticipated return to 
Davies with Alban Berg’s magnif¬ 
icent Violin Concerto, the maestro 
gave an extended introduction 
that actually required the guest 
artist to give musical examples. 
Demonstrating some of the musi¬ 
cal guideposts in Berg’s complex,

albeit fairly accessible score 
seemed a bit overdone to some lis¬ 
teners, myself included, but there 
were many others who applauded 
the lengthy preparation. Shaham 
was a game participant, and the 
insights were interesting; still, I 
found myself itching for the piece 
to finally begin. The performance 
proved the power of Berg’s in¬ 
spired creation and rendered the 
lecture somewhat unnecessary. 

Born in the US and raised in 
Israel, Gil Shaham made his debut 
with the Jerusalem Symphony in 
1981. Since then he has crossed 
paths with Michael Tilson 
Thomas frequently and auspi¬ 
ciously, most recently playing the 
Mendelssohn and Samuel Barber 
Violin Concertos with the SFS in 
1999, both in Davies Hall and on 


the orchestra’s European tour. His 
teachers have included the leg¬ 
endary Dorothy DeLay and Jane 
Ellerman, and his recording con¬ 
tract with Deutsche Gram- 
mophon has earned him two 
Grammy nominations and a win 
for his American Scenes with 
Andre Previn. 

A personable and attractive 
stage presence complements Sha- 
ham’s remarkable artistry, and he 
gave a strong, moving account of 
the deeply emotional Berg Con¬ 
certo. A poignant memorial to the 
death of a platonically beloved 
girl, the work is also exceptionally 
intriguing as pure music. The ref¬ 
erences to Bach and even the 
tango are folded into a transpar¬ 
ent orchestration that begins and 
ends with the soloist seeming to 
tune his instrument. The meaning 
and thrust of the piece are not 
particularly difficult to grasp, but 
perhaps it was just as well that 
MTT and his young star primed 
the audience so thoroughly. The 
ovation was long and appreciative. 
Long enough to warrant an en¬ 
core, but maybe Shaham took a 
pass because he was afraid his 
conductor would give another 
speech. 

The second half of the bill was 
given over to a spirited rendition 
of Beethoven’s sunny Symphony 
No. 6 in F major, Opus 68, Pas¬ 
toral. Tilson Thomas has pumped 
up his interpretation since his 
recording with the English Cham¬ 
ber Orchestra some years back, 
but he has retained his commit- 
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ment to lean textures and smaller 
orchestral forces. The rhythms are 
tighter now, and the overall sound 
is brighter. Since the San Francis¬ 
co musicians respond so well to 
his lead, the results are better. It 
was a very pleasing concert. 

English lessons 

Last week, the Music Director 
took the podium and started the 
evening with another lecture, but 
this time it was universally 
deemed necessary. The SFS pre¬ 


miere performances of English 
composer Robin Holloway’s Third 
Concerto for Orchestra, Opus 80 
required some fairly extensive re¬ 
marks. The piece has been record¬ 
ed by MTT with the London Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra, and Holloway 
was here, most recently, for the 
world premiere of his SFS-com- 
missioned Clarissa Sequence in 
December 1998.

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David Sylvian’s sylvan retreat 

'Everything and Nothing' exchanges glamour for soul

ki ineteen years ago, David 
|1|| Sylvian was at the top of 
1 H the music game, a flam¬ 
boyant New Wave celebrity riding 
the crest of popularity with a 
British band called Japan, the pre¬ 
cursor to and model for Duran 
Duran, Depeche Mode and a host 
of other pretenders to the New 
Wave throne. The music press 
took ample note of the highly 
photogenic youth, eagerly show¬ 
casing his strikingly androgynous 
image on magazine covers. In fact, 
Sylvian was among the most pho¬ 
tographed rock celebrities of the 
late 1970s and early ’80s, and crit¬ 
ics and fans alike agreed he was 
one of rock’s most beautiful men. 

Sylvian was in a league with 
Bowie, inhabiting a glittery world 
of New Wave artiness and faux su¬ 
perficiality that removed the grit 
from rock and moved it into the 
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realm of theatricality and preten¬ 
sion, giving it a thoroughly queer 
sensibility. “New Romanticism,” 
some called the infectious, fun, 
quirky vibes of Japan, Spandau 
Ballet, Adam & the Ants, the ubiq¬ 
uitous Duran Duran and others of 
their ilk. As the driving force be¬ 
hind Japan, arguably the most 
brilliant (if initially underrated) of 
the New Wave pack, lyricist, com¬ 
poser and vocalist Sylvian was a 
prince seemingly destined to be 
king. With the solid backing of 
Virgin Records and a global fan- 
base, Japan was an international 
smash hit. Had Sylvian wanted to, 
he could have ridden the wave on 
and on, higher and higher, the way 
so many others have. 

But Sylvian’s inherently shy na¬ 
ture would not allow it to be. “The 
notion of having greater success 
and being a bigger star was com¬ 
pletely uninteresting to me,” says 
Sylvian, now living comfortably 
amid the woodlands of New Eng¬ 
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land, a married man with kids (his 
wife is vocalist/poet Ingrid 
Chavez), hardly the infamous 
party boy who reportedly engaged 
in all the pleasures and pastimes 
of all New Wave rockers, namely 
bisexuality and drugs galore. It 
was all part of the gloss he decid¬ 
ed to abandon: “Admittedly it was 
interesting when I was younger, 
but having had a taste of that, it 
wasn’t what I wanted. I really 
wanted to stay creatively vital, as 
opposed to commercially viable.” 

'Ghosts’ revisited 

Now, having just compiled a 
two-CD retrospective album, 
Everything and Nothing (Virgin 
Records), the icon of that time has 
mellowed into a serious musician 
with a quiet, autumnal demeanor, 
reflecting on his career and trying 
to deflect criticism from those 
who now accuse him of debasing 
his former art by re-recording and 
releasing new renditions of old 
songs, including one of Japan’s 
hits, “Ghosts,” off the 1982 Tin 
Drum album. 

“I’m not messing with the 
past,” insists Sylvian, his voice soft, 
the British accent slight, his eager¬ 
ness to become seriously intro¬ 
spective apparent. “The past is still 
accessible to those who want to 
listen to the original. I really just 
selected songs I thought I could 
make a connection with emotion¬ 
ally, and that I could better the 
performance of technically as a 
vocalist.” 

The new album flows with a 
rich quietness and sophistication 
that may leave hard-core New 
Wave purists stuck in the mud, 
but will lift the spirits of anyone 
who appreciates what maturity 
and refinement of style and tech¬ 
nique can produce in an artist. 
The challenge for Sylvian in pro¬ 
ducing an overview of his career 
was to make the work coherent. 
That might be easy for an old- 
fashioned torch singer belting out 
album after album of standards, 
but Sylvian, with a Morrissey-like 
vocal style, is anything but old- 
fashioned. His oeuvre is strikingly 
original while hugely disparate in 
styles across time. He has worked 
with many of the world’s most 
celebrated modern musicians — 
Ryuichi Sakamoto, Robert Fripp, 
Bill Nelson, Holger Czukay, Bill 
Frisell, Kenny Wheeler and Steve 
Jensen among them — creating

idiosyncratic but accessible al¬ 
bums that have earned him a 
steady following long after he 
pulled out of the New Wave pack, 
abandoning celebrity in the early 
’80s to stake a claim for artistic 
purity. Pulling everything togeth¬ 
er into a package that makes some 
kind of sense, without compro¬ 
mising integrity, meant being 
deeply in touch with his core, ac¬ 
cepting only what he feels to be 
true and discarding any trappings 
of insincerity. 

“One problem for me was the 
lack of continuity over a couple 
decades or more,” says Sylvian, 
“because the production qualities 
change all the time. My style of 
singing has changed dramatically. 
I thought the leap from one peri¬ 
od of time to another would just 
be too marked, and really would¬ 
n’t work as a listening experience.” 

Sylvian’s effort has yielded an 
album of exquisite artistry that 
flows smoothly from old hits to 
new, previously unreleased songs, 
his smoky, textured voice sliding 
smoothly in and out of numbers, 
leaving ample room for sexy in¬ 


strumentation. It’s all richly di¬ 
verse in style yet held together the¬ 
matically — lounge music for the 
21st century, including jazz- 
combo stylings mixed in with syn¬ 
thesizer and samplers, or folded in 
with orchestral and rock-band 
arrangements. It’s New Wave 
redux, older and wiser, less enam¬ 
ored with look, and more con¬ 
cerned with feel. 

The new album and its prog¬ 
enitor are riding comfortably 
under the radar of pop celebrity, 
having settled comfortably for un¬ 
derstated cool. It makes one won¬ 
der, though, why Sylvian aban¬ 
doned the glamour of his androg¬ 
ynous days. 

“Oh dear, how can I answer 
that?” he responds. “It tended to 
stand between the work and the 
audience. It was a very powerful 
image, and the image was strong 
enough to draw people to it re¬ 
gardless of the work, regardless of 
the content. That’s what an icon’s 
all about. I ultimately felt the 
image stood in the way of real 
communication, so I wanted to do 
away with it.” T 
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the 19th century, the latter to 
today. Part of the charm of Olivi¬ 
er’s version is that it didn’t do 
that, opting instead for a fully 
fleshed-out period feel (comple¬ 
mented by a beautiful period-de¬ 
rived score by William Walton). 
The film’s Gothic grimness and 
formal, stylized acting give it a 
resonance that seems to come 
from much farther back than five 
decades, indeed from Shake¬ 
speare’s own time. ▼

Mexico City in 1683 for impover¬ 
ished women, a noble-sounding 
idea that turned out to be more 
prison than refuge. American 
poet Catherine Sasanov re¬ 
searched the history of 
Recogimiento de Belen, and cre¬ 
ated 12 poems that were subse¬ 
quently translated into Spanish. 

Music was added by Liliana 
Felipe, who sings the pieces in a 
rich, expressive voice from an on¬ 
stage piano while the original 
English texts are projected, some¬ 
what erratically, on the surfaces of 
the set. Actress Jesusa Rodriguez 
provides a vivid visual comple¬ 
ment to the words, silently enact¬ 
ing a series of seemingly mun¬ 
dane chores that grow increasing¬ 
ly manic. 

Even without words, Ro¬ 
driguez is a remarkable per¬ 
former. There is something of the 
silent-film comic in her work, 
which can jerk about like a movie 


missing some of its frames. But 
even with these suggestions of a 
humorous antecedent, we can’t 
escape the tragic desperation at 
the core of Rodriguez’s actions. 

Mariana Carreno, the third 
woman in the cast, periodically 
appears from an elevated opening 
to perform, in English, a succes¬ 
sion of “outbursts” about her 
struggles. On opening night, Car¬ 
reno occasionally stumbled over 
the words, undercutting their 
power. 

Ruth Maleczech, a co-founder 
of Mabou Mines, has directed 
Belen with a forceful energy that is 
not about being tidy. This is a work 
that is free of many of the trap¬ 
pings and structure that we usual¬ 
ly associate with theater, and it is 
perhaps best to just let the sights 
and sounds wash over you. T

Alas, poor Laurence 

Olivier's classic ' Hamlet' is out on DVD

C riterion is continuing its 
mining of the wonderfully 
rich Janus film catalog with 
the recent release of Laurence 
Olivier’s 1948 Hamlet on DVD. 
In terms of extras, this release is 
rather skimpy. Per the box, it has 
a “beautiful digital transfer with 
restored image and sound. Eng¬ 
lish subtitles for the deaf and 
hearing impaired,” and “optimal 
image quality: RSDL dual-layer 
edition.” As disappointing as this 
will be to those who have come to 
expect plenty of supplemental 
on their DVD (audio commen¬ 
taries, photo galleries, etc.), 
there’s ample compensation in 
the film itself. Olivier’s Hamlet 
has always enjoyed a reputation 
as the best of the cinema adapta¬ 
tions of Shakespeare’s seminal 
play, and the present pristine ver¬ 
sion only bolsters that argument. 

One of three Olivier-directed 
Shakespeare plays (along with 
Henry V, 1944, and Richard III, 
1954), this Hamlet won Oscars 
for both Best Picture and Best 
Actor. What distinguishes the 
film from the umpteen adapta¬ 
tions before and after it are the 
mood and Olivier’s sometimes 
brooding, sometimes crazed per¬ 
formance as the doomed Dane. 
Few actors have successfully 
made the transition to director 
— Charles Laughton, with Night 
of the Hunter, is probably the best 
of the lot — but Olivier shows a 
surprising command of the 
medium. His Hamlet is flashy in¬ 
deed, evincing a very cinematic 
mastery of atmosphere from the 
opening credits, which roll over 
an arresting image of a dark cas¬ 
tle surrounded by a fog-drenched 
sea with crashing waves. The 
mood is elegantly Gothic, almost 
expressionist, with chiaroscuro 
lighting on the flagstones and 
battlements of the castle; gleam¬ 
ing turrets; and most effectively, 
swirling fogs that constantly re¬ 
mind us of Hamlet’s unhinged 
mental state. 

Olivier also doesn’t stint on 
the Shakespearean “shocks,” 
those melodramatic touches that 
must have made contemporary 
viewers squirm in their seats. The 
best of these is the ghostly image 
of Hamlet’s dead father, a beauti¬ 


fully visualized, credibly ghoulish 
figure that floats in the swirling 
darkness above him on the bat¬ 
tlements. One of the most subtly 
poignant scenes in the film is the 
ghost’s aching farewell: “Adieu, 
adieu, remember me.” Another 
fine sequence that demonstrates 
Olivier’s visual panache is the 
drowning of Ophelia (Jean Sim¬ 
mons, uncharacteristically 
blonde), a poetic image indeed of 
Hamlet’s amour floating slowly 
out of frame in her flower-strewn 
watery grave. 

Engorged frame 

With his film’s wealth of flash¬ 
backs, inventive set-pieces, glid¬ 
ing camera movements, and 
close-ups, it’s clear that Olivier 
took his work as a director seri¬ 
ously. But it’s also no surprise 
that he reserves the most linger¬ 
ing, even idolatrous close-ups for 
himself, engorging the frame 
with his handsome visage. In one 
daring scene he uses a crane shot 
to swoop from a very high angle 
into a choker close shot of his 
sweating angelic face. This works 
most of the time as a way to (lit¬ 
erally) pull the viewer into the 
character, but it has a problemat¬ 
ic element, too. In being less gen¬ 
erous with the other actors, 
Olivier dilutes some of the chem¬ 
istry he might have created be¬ 
tween the Dane and those around 
him. One expects more sizzle be¬ 
tween Hamlet and Ophelia, but 
he’s so self-absorbed in their 
scenes together that she some¬ 
times appears as a kind of deco¬ 
rative prop. 

This intense concentration on 
Hamlet at the expense of the 
other characters has the virtue of 
increasing the audience’s sense of 
his isolation and lonely grandeur, 
and makes his possible madness 
that much more real. Of course, 
fans of gay subtext will find much 
to love in the one relationship 
that does set off sparks: Hamlet 
and his sexy devoted pal Horatio 
(Norman Wooland). Perhaps the 
latter was dazzled by Hamlet’s 
arch stares, eloquent hissy-fits, 
and seizures that skirt the grand 
mal. Olivier’s delicately peroxid- 
ed locks also contribute to his ir¬ 
resistible charms. 

Olivier’s discernibly gay per¬ 
formance continues to entrance 
into the 21st century. Simmons 


seems out of her depth as Ophe¬ 
lia, though to her credit she un¬ 
derplays, avoiding the noisy hys¬ 
terics too few actresses have re¬ 
sisted in taking on this classic 
madwoman role. Eileen Herlie 
deftly sketches Queen Gertrude 
and milks the Oedipal element to 
the max with lingering kisses 
with her son, and masochistic, 
spread-eagled collapses under his 
verbal assaults. Basil Sydney 
makes a reasonable King 
Claudius, but better still are the 
character roles: Peter Cushing as 
a very fey Osric, Stanley Hol¬ 
loway as a droll gravedigger, and 
supremely, Felix Aylmer as old 
Polonius, whose penchant for 
gossip earns him a knife in the 
heart. 

Some viewers have quibbled 
with aspects of this version — for 
example, the changing of many 
of the soliloquies to interior 
monologues (including the “to be 
or not to be” speech) and the 
deletion en toto of the two fasci¬ 
nating characters Rosencrantz 
and Guildenstern. (One observer 
has estimated that 40% of the 
original play was cut, though that 
seems an overstatement.) And 
some may prefer the histrionics 
of Kenneth Branagh’s 1996 adap¬ 
tation or the cheesy carry-on of 
Zefferelli’s 1990 film or the con- 
tempo corporate setting of 
Michael Almereyda’s recent ver¬ 
sion. Interestingly, both the 
Branagh and the Almereyda up¬ 
dated the setting, the former to 
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Planet Castro

Vertical Intercourse by Paul

M fter a decade-long literary 
Mm hiatus spent battling AIDS, 
Wm the multi-faceted and 
much missed local author Paul 
Reed is back with his third novel, 
an invigorating, socially germane 
story set in contemporary San 
Francisco, where “it is almost al¬ 
ways cold, especially in the sum¬ 
mer.” The novel’s name alone is 
sure to garner attention (not to 
mention the prone model on the 
cover), but the “intercourse” with¬ 
in the book’s pages is of the com¬ 
munal variety. Reed introduces us 
to a bevy of eclectic characters 
whose rapid-fire barbs and witti¬ 
cisms are meant for fun, even 
when the treacherous land mine 
of living as middle-aged men in 
the Castro District seems anything 
but. 

The novel is narrated in first 
person, by an unnamed, anxious 
single gay editor, who struggles 
with a variety of life-altering is¬ 
sues, among them the fear of an 
impending 40th birthday, coming 
to terms with a past riddled with 
addiction rehabilitation, and a 
nagging case of survivor’s guilt 
from losing “the third or fourth 
generation of friends” to AIDS. 
These bulky problems make for 
melancholy days indeed, but for¬ 
tunately his search for a compati¬ 
ble boyfriend is swift, successful, 
and virtually stress-free. 

Identifying with this central 
character provides gleeful fun as 
he dictates a slew of ongoing activ¬ 
ities with the gracious verve of a 
close friend, in passages reminis¬ 
cent of a Maupin novel where 
strength of heart is everything. 
Whimsical pals Charlton and 
Michael, the aforementioned bud¬ 
ding new love Anson, and the in¬ 
termittently monogamous room¬ 
mates Kent and Scotty form a 
unique, endearing circle of friends. 
When Michael’s health and the 
health of his home nurse “Mad 


Mama Jones” begin to deteriorate, 
coinciding with Scotty’s startling 
news from his doctor, their al¬ 
liance is put to a higher test.

The narrator’s real trial, like so 
many of our own, is maintaining a 
stoic front in the face of his 
friend’s mounting illnesses and 
his own HIV-positive status, and 
in coming to terms with the fact 
that AIDS continues to decimate 
the once-vibrant gay scene he’s 
come to know, despite promising 
medical breakthroughs. This ret¬ 
rospection is agonizing, but with 
the aid of a peculiarly blas£

W hat does it mean that two 
of our most preeminent 
contemporary queer 
poets should both come out with 
single-poem volumes in the same 
month in the same year? I can’t 
imagine it’s anything more than a 
marvelous coincidence, but it 
does seem remarkable that both 
Mark Doty and Mary Oliver 
should have done just that. An¬ 
other similarity between the two 
books is that they are both (or 
seem to be) written for someone 
dear to each of them — in Doty’s 
case, his friend, the poet Lynda 
Hull, who died in a car accident a 
number of years ago; and in Oliv¬ 
er’s case, her longtime partner, to 
whom the book is dedicated. 
From there, though, one can 


amines these “irresolvable” issues, 
though nothing particularly rap¬ 
turous ever seems to be accom¬ 
plished. 

Reed’s prose is engrossing and 
insightful, balancing pathos and 
pleasure skillfully, and he gets 
kudos for his empathetic explo¬ 
ration of what it means to be a gay 
man facing middle age, a delicate 
subject often skirted by more 
mainstream gay novelists. 

This author knows his materi¬ 
al and provides plenty of head- 
nodding moments, even for read¬ 
ers outside the Castro bubble. The 
lurching, sluggish Muni Metro rail 
system is skewered as “surely the 
world’s slowest and most ineffi¬ 
cient transit system,” though Reed 


start counting the differences: 
Doty’s book — an art book, real¬ 
ly — features photos of glass 
pieces from the Getty Museum 
with the lines of his poem super¬ 
imposed at the edges of the im¬ 
ages; Oliver’s book is a more stan¬ 
dard text-on-white-paper affair. 
Doty’s poem is broken by nothing 
more than stanzas, while Oliver’s 
poem is broken into named sec¬ 
tions, which are further broken 
into numbered sections, which are 
in turn sometimes broken into 
multiple stanzas. Doty’s overt sub¬ 
ject is of the manmade world, 
whereas Oliver’s is primarily the 
natural world. Doty’s poem is 
beautiful, complex, and multilay¬ 
ered; Oliver’s poem is often self- 
conscious and abstract and only 
occasionally shows flashes of her 
usual brilliance. 

When Oliver is talking about 
the particulars of the natural 
world, she is at her best: “the green 
pea/ climbs the stake/ on her sug¬ 
ary muscles” or, “Once/ in the 
woods/ snake came/ like a whip/ 
like a piece of circle/ like black 
water/ flowing down the hill.” 
There are moments, too, when 



concedes that it does provide 
plenty of cruising opportunities 
where moments of “highly- 
charged, lowdown lewdness” can 


Oliver is wholly in the world of 
humans, that shine: “Bless the 
hips/ for they are cunning beyond 
all other machinery.” 

But much of this long, seven- 
part poem does not seem up to 
Oliver’s usual standard, wallowing 
in abstraction (“I will sing for the 
veil that never lifts./1 will sing for 
the veil that begins, once in a life¬ 
time,/ maybe, to life./ I will sing 
for the rent in the veil,” and so on) 
or getting lost in long catalogs, 
some of which are decidedly 
Whitmanesque, but many of 
which lapse into sentimentality 
and with no clear context for the 
slender connections apparently 
being made (e.g., “first child/ 
speaking its first words/ first peach 
on the tree/ first grapes/ first 
hand-holding”). 

In the end, a poem should ex¬ 
hibit some sense of unity, and The 
Leaf and the Cloud seems to hover 
somewhere between a love poem 
and a leave-taking, with its many 
references to death and long lists 
of good-byes (“Think of me/ 
when you see the evening star./ 
Think of me when you see the 
wren”). Let’s hope this is not, in 


be had. And of course, many pop¬ 
ular neighborhood haunts and a 
few bars and sex clubs make 
cameo appearances, all described 
with the marked precision of a 
true local. 

Perhaps it is this slyly casual 
namedropping that’s to blame for 
sapping any plot structure, but 
Reed’s dead-on dialogue (and big 
dick commentary), piercing social 
interpretations, and the romanti¬ 
cally-rendered Northern Califor¬ 
nia backdrop should win readers 
over and leave them lusting for 
more. Vertical Intercourse is a de¬

f the many new and expen- 

I: sive books of male photogra- 

phy that are calling for acqui¬ 
sition, here are three I consider to be 
the best of this gift-giving season. 
Greg Gorman’s As I See It is a book 
of quiet beauty that appreciates 
upon reflection. Michael Childers’ 
Hollywood Voyeur is a massive dose 
of instantly gratifying eye candy, 
which, if I’m not mistaken, has 
some staying power. And King- 
dome I9’s 20 Men is the rare work 
that finds a reverential tone in the 
beauty of a man with an erection. 

Greg Gorman’s As I See It is 
certainly the most anticipated. The 
celebrity photographer has teased 
us in several previous books with a 
mere handful of strikingly beauti¬ 
ful nudes. In this collection of 200 
duotone plates of 46 models 
(which include an ingenuously 
forthright Alexis Arquette, and the 
heartbreakingly classic beauty of 
the young Tony Ward), Gorman fi¬ 
nally steps forward to join the 
ranks of well-established commer¬ 
cial photographers who have re¬ 
joiced in the male nude, like Weber, 
Ritts, and Scavullo. But like several 
of his predecessors, and most like¬ 
ly with his American fan base in 
mind, Gorman’s book begins with 
a defense of the male nude as an art 
form — a boilerplate apology 
which really ought to be passe. 

And perhaps going a bit out of 
his way to avoid comparison with 
his peers, Gorman has avoided the 
overly built (thought not the over¬ 
ly hung), and, more notably, the 
overly posed. He seeks to reveal 
individual personality through the 
hard lighting that produces strong 
shadows, and the isolation of an 
undecorated set. If I can’t help |

feeling that his policy of non-in¬ 
terference hasn’t been sometimes 
a little too trusting of his subjects’ 
undeveloped posing skills, or his 
point of view too passive for non¬ 
celebrity subjects, I admired the 
photograph’s sumptuous print¬ 
ing. Gorman’s tonal palette has 
inky blacks of midnight depth, 
and skin tones of chocolatey 
brown and amber stillness. As I 
See It is not, then, a book for the 
daylight, but one that should be 
savored after dark and in quiet re¬ 
pose, when the unaffected sim¬ 
plicity of Greg Gorman’s work can 
shed its unforced, honest glow. 

No regrets 

There’s no apology in the Pref¬ 
ace to Michael Childers’ Hollywood 
Voyeur. Childers, a stalwart of the 


entertainment industry since the 
’70s, has been a vastly formative 
artist and cultural barometer, as 
creator of the images for Oh! Cal¬ 


cutta!, and as a founding photog¬ 
rapher of Interview and After Dark 
magazines. That doyenne of Hol¬ 
lywood’s gay screenwriters, Gavin 
Lambert, prefaces the book by cel¬ 
ebrating the “homoerotic surreal¬ 


ism” that informs Childers’ imagi¬ 
native response to celebrity and 
fashion photography. 

I may disagree with Lambert,

Save the Redstone 

T he benefit performance couldn’t come at a better time, the 
aptly termed “giving season,” when many of the more pros¬ 
perous members of our LGBT community scan about for 
worthy tax-deductible charitable causes in which to sink some of 
their hard-earned dough. The fundraiser on Tuesday, December 
19, “All We Want for Christmas is The Redstone,” comes to 
the public courtesy of The Lab, one of our fair city’s most engag¬ 
ingly experimental art spaces. The Lab is also a principal tenant of 
The Redstone Building, the sprawling brick-and-mortar com¬ 
plex on 16th St. at Capp, in the heart of what many consider to be 
the most disreputable section of the Mission District. 

For more than 30 years, thanks in large part to The Redstone’s 
iffy location, a host of nonprofit arts and cultural organizations, 
individual artists, and small local businesses have managed to cling 
to office, performance, and studio spaces in the building without 
fear of precipitously rising rents, eviction, or the conversion of their 
beloved edifice to pricey “live-work lofts.” 

For a while it seemed possible the old brick lady would escape 
the wrenching changes being exacted on the arts community by 
the ongoing space-crunch that stems in large part from dot-com 
prosperity. No longer is this the case. Every tenant in the The Red¬ 
stone, including (but by no means limited to) Luna Sea Women’s 
Performance Project, Theatre Rhinoceros, Sisters of Per¬ 
petual Indulgence, Inc., and the Homeless Children’s Network 
is getting nervous about the Strong possibility of the building’s 
being sold for conversion to dot-com offices. 

To help avert a buy-out and keep the building a safe-haven for 
struggling art and artists, The Lab has lined up an outstanding 
array of local entertainers to create a lively benefit show. On the 
schedule are spoken-word by Beth Lisick, Jaime Salcedo-Maio, 
James Tracy, and Peter Plate; music by Pamela Z, Dr. Friend¬ 
ly’s Fractal Circus, DM Feelings and the Grid, and the SF 
Labor Chorus; video by Video Activists’ Network; and a pre¬ 
sentation by the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence, 

In addition, Walter Johnson of the San Francisco Labor 
Council, Renee Saucedo of the Mission Anti-Displacement 
Coalition, and the new SF District 6 Supervisor are all invited 
speakers. Art and politics definitely mingle at this mixer. 

This event comes at a critical moment in San Francisco’s arts 
history, when many artists and performers who have long lived 
and worked here are abandoning ship, moving to outlying, lower- 
rent areas, in some cases forced by eviction, in other cases needing 
to be closer to viable arts spaces. Potential newcomers are having to 
stay away, unable to find affordable housing here, much less studio 
sapce. Those who want to carry on the city’s tradition of commu¬ 
nity theater, modern dance, rock ’n’ roll, painting, sculpting, poet¬ 
ry and the like seem like endangered species. 

The Lab’s benefit show is a perfect holiday gift-giving chance for 
the dot-com community to give back. After all, without the rich 
offbeat culture this city has traditionally provided to everyone liv¬ 
ing and working here — now including those in dot-com industries 
— life here would be merely good. But face it, upscale oxygen bars 
just aren’t enough. To have a truly fabulous city, you’ve got to have 
funky, cheap places like The Redstone around. T

Heir to the famous cuteness genes 

Christopher Landon rides off the Ponderosa with '$30'

W hen your father is 
Michael Landon and 
you’re gay, 24, adorable 
and in the closet, life can be very 
nerve-wracking. Why, any second 
a tabloid’s front page can scream: 
“Little House on the Fairy!” 

So to avoid such tastelessness, 
5’10” Christopher Landon came 
out to The Advocate with a 
vengeance last year. Cover story. 
Cover photo. Suddenly the world 
knew everything there was to 
know about the son of the star of 
Highway to Heaven. At 7, he 
watched Rosemary's Baby. At 10, 
he read Stephen King. Today, he 
catches episodes of Frasier occa¬ 
sionally, weighs 135 pounds and is 
a Pisces. (“We’re the doormat of 
the Zodiac. Everybody wipes their 
feet on us.”) 

It’s hard to top journalism like 
that, but we’ll try, especially since 
Landon has now written the 
screenplay for one of the shorts 
included in the gay conglomera¬ 
tion Boys Life 3, opening Friday at 
the Castro. This is the Strand Re¬ 
leasing series which takes a bunch 
of above-average gay shorts, snips 
them together, brings the reels to 
theaters, then goes home with the 
cash. (Barbara Streisand’s lad, 
Jason Gould, is another contribu¬ 
tor this time around, and you get 
to see his arse.) 

Well, anyway, Christopher 
Landon is a superior screenwriter, 
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having proved himself with An¬ 
other Day in Paradise, which 
starred Melanie Griffith in her 
best performance ever and was di¬ 
rected by Larry (Kids) Clark. Rent 
it today if you want to immerse 
yourself in a very sexy, very droll, 
in-your-face druggie film. 

With the short $30, Landon 
lets loose on dealing with one’s 
gayness. Here, a 16-year-old (Eric 
MacArthur) is being driven to a 
prostitute (Sara Gilbert) by his 
dad to lose his virginity. He can’t 
even admit to himself he’s gay. 
What a boy to do? Thankfully, this 
whore is even more together than 
Dr. Laura, so she instills a little gay 
pride into the kid, takes the cash, 
and sends him back home to be¬ 
come a Radical Fairy or some¬ 
thing equally delightful. 

“First of all, the story i^ not au¬ 
tobiographical,” Landon notes 
from his LA home. So, sadly, 
Michael never took his boy to 
Heidi Floss in the family convert¬ 
ible to get his rocks off. A pleasant 
image to relish, but a false one. 

Strange balance 

So, other than not supplying 
Christopher with hookers, was life 
with Dad all peaches and cream? 
Gould’s short deals with the prob¬ 
lems of being a celebrity’s gay 
child. Does the angst of being a 
star’s kid outweigh the joys? 

“Do the problems outweigh 
the benefits? Hmmmm,” Landon 
ponders. “In general, I don’t think 
that’s true. I think there’s some 
kind of a strange balance some¬ 
where in there.” 

His childhood, in fact, was only 
slight more painful than coming 
out. (Daddy divorced Mommy in 
1982.) “By and large, coming out’s 
been a very positive experience. 
But as far as career goes, I’ve had a 
few borderline casting-couch ex¬ 
periences because of it,” Landon 
laughs. “That’s about it. It really 
hasn’t done anything for my ca¬ 
reer. My work has to stand on its 
own two legs. 

“But then I’m a screenwriter,” 
he continues. “I think it only af¬ 
fects actors. I wouldn’t advise any 
actor to come out. Unfortunately, 
I think sexuality plays a key role 
with them, their performances, 
and how they’re perceived by their

audiences. If someone is a sex 
symbol with hordes of women 
lusting after them, if they sudden¬ 
ly come out and say, ‘Well, actu¬ 
ally I’m gay,’ it’s going to taint the 
audience’s experience. The fantasy 
of someone like a Tom Cruise and 
a Brad Pitt and all those other ac¬ 
tors is that the audience members 
think, ‘Somehow I could actually 


have that person.’” 

Of course, a few of us would 
like to have Christopher Landon. 
“Just admire me from afar if 
you’re going to at all,” Landon 
laughs again. “I’m in a relation¬ 
ship again. Happily married.” 

Also, if you’re a Landon fan, 
don’t expect to see Christopher on 
the gay talking heads circuit, or 


sitting on political function dais¬ 
es. “I was approached a few times. 
I’ve just been very honest about it. 
My coming out article was to pre¬ 
empt any other sort of nasty 
tabloid articles. And I felt com¬ 
fortable and I was ready to do 
something like that. But I wasn’t 
about to become an activist and a 
spokesperson for the movement. I 
just want to a certain degree to 
maintain my anonymity. To main¬ 
tain my own private life.” 

So Chastity doesn’t have to 
look over her shoulder, worrying 
Landon is going after any of her 
speaking engagements? 

“Certainly won’t. Not at all. 
She’s safe,” Landon assures. 

So what’s keeping this heir to 
the Landon cuteness genes busy 
nowadays? 

“I just finished writing a project 
for HBO. I worked on it with 
Sharon Stone. Now I’m starting my 
own material. I wanted to take a lit¬ 
tle break and write a couple specs. 
Just have some fun basically.” 

Like watching Queer as Folk? 

“I saw the British version,” 
Landon notes. He enjoyed it, but 
he doesn’t feel the American ver¬ 
sion or any gay cable series in fact 
will shake things up too much. 

“Every step that’s forward is a 
good step,” he lectures, “but I 
don’t know how much it’s going 
to change anything. It’s a relative¬ 
ly small program on Showtime, 
and the people tuning in to Show¬ 
time and watching a program like 
that are really in the major cities. I 
don’t know how far it will reach. 
It’s not that mainstream. I don’t 
think it will have that great an ef¬ 
fect.” 

In that case, we’ll just have to 
wait for the next Christopher Lan¬ 
don screenplay. 

“Oh, yeah,” Landon laughs 
again. T

ing because Dmitri forgot the 
condoms”). 

The Pope gets his comic come¬ 
uppance in a scene where he 
(played by an actor with his back 
to the camera) is forced to watch a 
condom commercial, and anoth¬ 
er where he’s promenading 
through a crowd and is said to be 
worried about wrinkling his 
“dress.” 

Less ambitious but in some 
ways more tantalizing is Bradley 
Rust Gray’s Hitch. This 18- 
minute exercise in slackerboy lust 
on the road focuses on a hunky 
gay van driver and his allegedly 
straight pickup. The film is a col¬ 
lage of Southwestern sunsets, 
mysterious bits of conversation 
about people we never see (“So 
does Sue like it up the ass?”), and 
lingering close-ups as the two 
come to terms with each other. 
The lack of context — these 
could be the only people left in a 
dead world — works in the film’s 
favor as the viewer becomes ac¬ 
tively engaged in trying to deter¬ 
mine where this relationship is 
going, and indeed, what precisely 
is happening. An unfortunate 
silent-movie-style speeded-up 
scene, complete with fast banjo 
music, almost wrecks the mood, 
but not quite. 

Child’s play 

Undoubtedly the most awaited 
of the shorts is Jason Gould’s In¬ 
side Out. Gould is of course the 
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spawn of Barbra Streisand and El¬ 
liott Gould, and predictably, this 
27-minute opus contains much 
comic hand-wringing about the 
terrors of being the child of 
celebrities. Gould scores points for 
trouncing Scientology and self- 
help groups, casting Christina 
Crawford as herself in an effective 
bit (“My adoptive mother was the 
diva bitch from Hell”), and he 
might have been wise to keep the 
focus on this area. A prolonged 
subplot involving a fat, corndog¬ 
sucking paparazzi is painfully 
dumb, giving Gould an excuse to 
carry on, a la Barbra, in a woeful¬ 
ly misjudged scene in a parking 
lot. Gould looks like his mama, 
and his mannerisms are reminis¬ 
cent enough to make this must- 


viewing, if probably disappoint¬ 
ing, for all Barbraphiles. 

Lane Janger’s Just One Time is 
the short on which the recent fea¬ 
ture-length movie was based. It’s a 
turnabout-is-fair-play story with 
a twist. When Anthony begs his 
girlfriend to have sex with a les¬ 
bian so he can get off on it, she 
agrees on the condition that he 
consent to fucking the local 
queen, played by indie fixture 
Guillermo Diaz. Running just 
seven minutes, this version of Just 
One Time has a sketchy, one-joke 
feel. The feature, which is not 
without its problems, at least al¬ 
lows some of the ideas set up here 
to be explored in more depth. 

Finally, there’s Christopher

Blonde ambition 


Gossip maven Liz Smith on her sexuality and her memoir

I n her bestselling new memoir, 
Natural Blonde (Hyperion, 
$25.95), the world’s most fa¬ 
mous gossip columnist reveals as 
much about herself as she does 
about the mega-celebrities, from 
Joan Crawford to Madonna, that 
she has covered in the course of 
her extraordinary life. Without 
getting analytical about her sexu¬ 
al orientation — or even giving it 
a label — Liz Smith writes matter- 
of-factly about her history of rela¬ 
tionships with both men and 
women. 

“A lot of people don’t think I’m 
nearly matter-of-fact enough,” 
Smith says with a laugh. “They 
wanted more.” 

Asked why she makes no men¬ 
tion in the book about being one 
of the early targets of writer 
Michelangelo Signorile when he 
became famous in the late ’80s for 
outing celebrities in Outweek 
magazine, Smith doesn’t demure. 

“Why would I want to give him 
credit for something?” she says. “I 
think he’s a jerk. I think he’s an as¬ 
sassin, and I was very annoyed by 
him — that a person with two of 
the most beautiful names from 
the Renaissance could be such a 
creep! I’m not a revolutionary, 
and I wasn’t going to throw myself 
on the barricades to suit

scribes falling in love with anoth¬ 
er female student while attending 
the University of Texas in the mid- 
1940s. After her parents (then liv¬ 
ing in the Central Texas town of 
Gonzales) intercepted some love 
letters, her mother rushed to 
Austin, took her out of school be¬ 
fore the spring semester had 
ended, and brought her home for 
a very awkward summer. Despite 
the times, Smith was never apolo¬ 
getic about the incident. 

“I didn’t see anything wrong 
that I had done,” she says. “And I 
never did see anything [wrong] 
ever after. I went along in life and 
had numerous relationships with 
men, and then some with women. 
I just didn’t distinguish between 
men and women. There’s a story 
about Noel Coward where he and 
a friend were looking at this beau¬ 
tiful guy walking down the beach. 
The friend said, ‘What do you 
think?’ And Noel Coward said, ‘I 
think he’d go either way for a box 
of chocolates.’ I’ve always felt sort 


of like that.” 

Smith’s romantic life has in¬ 
cluded two brief marriages, as well 
as a 15-year live-in relationship 
with a woman named Iris Love, 
who is a renowned archeologist. 

Still going strong at age 77, the 
New York-based Smith is syndi¬ 
cated to millions of readers in over 
70 newspapers. A longtime AIDS 
activist, she serves on the board of 
AmFAR and has helped raise mil¬ 
lions of dollars to fight the disease. 

“Beginning in 1983,1 began to 
do a lot about AIDS in the col¬ 
umn,” she says. “I think that my 
column was the first popular 
forum that ever mentioned AIDS. 
I started writing about this un¬ 
usual, strange disease that seemed 


to be affecting gay men, and then 
I wrote more about it. I had a lot 
of people trying to get me to stop 
writing about it. I thought I did a 
lot more for gay people with that 
writing than I could’ve done by 
getting up and marching in the 
gay parade.” 

When pressed, Smith acknowl¬ 
edges that her openness has made 
a difference. 

“Yes, I’ve gotten gobs of mail 
from people saying they were in¬ 
spired, they were pleased, they’re 
so appreciative of what I’ve done,” 
she says modestly. “I’ve done a lot 
of stuff for gay causes, but not 
more than I do for other causes. 
My main cause is literacy.” 

Earlier this year, Smith caused 
quite a stir when she wrote in her 
column that a famous talk show 
host was on the verge of coming 
out. 

“I decided never to do another 
blind item after that because I got 
in so much trouble with it, and the 
person I was referring to never 
came out,” she says. “Oprah decid¬ 
ed I was referring to her, and she 
called a press conference and said 
she wasn’t gay and wasn’t coming 
out. Then about six or seven other 
people nominated themselves that 
they weren’t coming out. So it 
turned out to be quite funny. I was 
so sure that this was going to hap¬ 
pen — I had a source that was real¬ 
ly like best friends with the person.” 

Asked if we might eventually 
see her story adapted for the big 
screen, Smith laughs. 

“Oh, that’s what my agent tells 
me, but I’ll believe that when I see 
it,” she says. “I want Hillary Swank 
to play me, because she’s absolute¬ 
ly beautiful, and yet she can look 
very young and innocent.” V

Michelangelo Signorile.” 

After Signorile repeatedly 
outed her in his bold-faced col¬ 
umn, suggesting that Smith’s own 
secret had resulted in her protect¬ 
ing the closeted celebrities she 
wrote about, she finally decided to 
go public. 

“He’d write whole columns 
where he’d say, ‘Fuck you, Liz!’ 
over and over — he was just de¬ 
mented,” she says of Signorile. “At 
first I didn’t pay any attention to 
him, but then I did finally give an 
interview.” 

Ironically, her coming out in¬ 
terview appeared in the same 
publication that had been outing 
her. In a cover story called “The ‘I 
Hate Outweek Interview,”’ Smith 
discussed her sexuality with a 
freelance writer named Maer 
Roshan, who is now an editor at 
New York magazine. 

“ [Signorile] wanted me to be a 
role model for gay people, and I 
didn’t think I could be a role 
model — I still don’t,” she says. “I 
mean, I’m delighted if I am in any 
way, and I certainly was always 
very sympathetic to gay causes 
and gay people and have a lot of 
gay friends. But I wasn’t going to 
hold myself up as a leader. I was 
always too uncertain about what I 
wanted from life.” 

Love letters 

In Natural Blonde, Smith de- 


sitive, nuanced portrayal. Screen¬ 
writer Landon, like Jason Gould, 
has a show biz pedigree; he’s the 
son of Michael Landon. Unlike 
Gould, he doesn’t milk this fact to 
generate sympathy. Typical of the 
subtle pleasures of this film, he 
refers to his legacy obliquely, via a 
television playing a Little House on 
the Prairie episode in the back¬ 
ground.

T he board of directors of SM- 
MILE and the calendar com¬ 
mittee last week announced 
the dates of the SoMa Bare Chest 
Calendar contests that will take 
place next year for the 2002 edition. 
The format will basically remain the 
same, but at least three of the con¬ 
tests will take place at Harvey’s Bar 
on Castro Street. The remaining 
nine competitions, plus the cover- 
man contest, will all occur again at 
the Powerhouse Bar, sticking to the 
traditional South of Market locale.

Judges for the 12 competi¬ 
tions are being lined up already 
and the dates (all on Thurs¬ 
days) are as follows: Mr. 

January on Jan. 11; Mr. 

February on Jan. 25; Mr. 

March on Feb. 1 at Har¬ 
vey’s; Mr. April on Feb. 8; 

Mr. May on Feb. 22; Mr. 

June on March 1st at 
Harvey’s; Mr. July on 
March 8; Mr. August 
on March 22; Mr. Sep¬ 
tember on March 29; Mr. October 
on April 5; Mr. November on 
April 19; and Mr. December on 
May 3. After all 12 winners are se¬ 
lected, they will all compete for 
the cover spot. The 1st runner-up 
will grace the back cover of the 
2002 SOMA Bare Chest Calendar. 

All contests will begin at 2100 
hours, and there will be three at- 
large judges, plus one representa¬ 
tive of the SMMILE Board. Win¬ 
ners will receive a $100 prize, a 
spot on the calendar, and a year 
they will never forget. The AIDS 
Emergency Fund and Positive Re¬ 
sources will be the beneficiaries, 
and Miller Brewing and Golden 
Brands Distributors are the cor¬ 
porate sponsors. The current cal¬ 
endar sales are going full blast, 
and it looks like sales for the 2001 
calendar will be another record. If 
you feel like you want a chance at 
stardom with a painless volunteer 
effort, this is the way to go!

Seattle, during Thanksgiving 
week. He received so many acco¬ 
lades during his visit to this Earth, 
it would take more space than I 
am allowed to list them all, but he 
was twice a winner of the Pan¬ 
theon of Leather award, a 
judge at IML, International 
Mr. Drummer, and the 
American Brotherhood 
Weekend; and a member 
of the Seattle Men in 
Leather for almost a 
decade. He, along with 
the Mr. Washington 
State Leather com¬ 
mittee, staged that 
contest each year with 
nationally known leather person¬ 
alities as judges, top-notch enter¬ 
tainment, and an event that cli¬ 
maxes Seattle’s Leather Pride 
Week each year. 

Scott was also a member of the 
Imperial Court in Seattle as Impe¬ 
rial Prince of Seattle XXI, and 
played on various Seattle gay soft- 
ball teams which more than once 
made it to top rankings in the na¬ 
tional NAGAA softball tourna¬ 
ments. He chaired the event when 
it came to Seattle. 

A fun person and a fun lover, 
Scott and his business partner 
(and former lover), Tim Fran- 
ulovich, teamed up to bring pride 
in their community, in leather, in 
the imperial court system, and in 
business. The once beer-only Cuff 
Bar is now host to thousands of 
locals and visitors alike, with a 
leather bar, cruise bar, dance bar, 
and a top-notch restaurant. If you 
ever became a friend of Scott Ro¬ 
driguez, you had a friend for life. 

The annual Emerald Awards 
held in Seattle, which always in¬ 
cluded personalities outside his 
state, evidenced Scott’s love for all 


peoples in the worldwide LGBT 
communities. The Emerald 
Awards are Seattle’s highest acco¬ 
lades for activists, both in and out 
of leather. Scott Rodriguezala leg¬ 
end in his own time, yet he was 
blissfully unaware of the respect 
and love he commanded through¬ 
out the known leather world. I 
grieve with all his families.

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Poole in the sand

H eaven of two very different 
sorts is offered up in Wake¬ 
field Poole’s autobiogra¬ 
phy, Dirty Poole (Alyson Press, 
$13.95). The first half of the book 
is a theatrical memoir of a man 
who played an integral role in the 
creation of a number of Broadway 
hits. As performer, associate 
choreographer, and choreograph¬ 
er, Poole worked with Stephen 
Sondheim, Arthur Laurents, 
Michael Bennett, Richard 
Rodgers, Joe Layton, John Dexter 
and other greats on a string of 
Broadway shows. Then this career 
was usurped when, thinking he 
could make a better porno than 
the ones he was seeing, he made 
Boys in the Sand. The second half 
of Poole’s book details his career 
in the sexual arts, as a pioneering 
and always artistic filmmaker of a 
string of still memorable porn 
flicks. 

Poole looks at both halves of 
his career with equally surprising, 
yet unflinching candor. Not for 
Poole the self-serving candor of 
Arthur Laurents’ recent autobiog¬ 
raphy, in which Laurents came out 
the better for each dishing revela¬ 
tion about his peers. Poole’s as¬ 
sessments are those of someone 
who can realistically examine his 
failings along with his successes 
and skills. And he can see when 
the problem was his own, includ¬ 
ing, most particularly, a nasty de¬ 
scent into drug usage — remem¬ 
ber, this was the ’70s and early 
’80s, when the glamour drug coke, 
reputed to be non-addictive, 
hooked many before AIDS ap¬ 
plied its brakes. 

Poole has fascinating revela¬ 
tions about the making of his 
films, the effect they had on gay 
pop culture, and the workings of 


the porn industry he inadvertent¬ 
ly helped create. And there’s a 
threnody here, for the many men 
who died. 

Poole speaks with moving in¬ 
sight about the veil that existed 
over homosexuality among 
Broadway professionals, even 
backstage on Broadway during the 
’60s, and reveals the full horror of 
the backstage sex and ego wars 
that are the legendary gossip con¬ 
cerning Do I Hear a Waltz. 

Turning to his films, his reac¬ 
tions and emotions when filming 
sex are illuminating. He gave 
much thought to the sexuality he 
was representing, aware of the ef¬ 
fect his films could have on the 
creation of gay sexual identity. He 
offers valued insights, won with 
earnest reflection, and they’re the 
sort of personal, in-depth reaction 
you won’t find in the glossy mem¬ 
oirs of other porn directors. Of 


peculiar interest is a section on 
SM — during the filming of a fist¬ 
ing sequence, Poole realizes how 
these “usually sordid” experiences 
can convey love. And his own bi¬ 
sexuality allows him to offer some 
particularly cunning advice to 
Liza Minnelli as she contemplates 
marrying Peter Allen. 

The book has only a handful of 
photographs, and of course, more 
would be nice. And the text mis¬ 
spells the names of several famous 
people and places. Finally, though, 
Dirty Poole is yet another lovely 
gift from an unusually talented 
and generous man who gave of 
himself in so many ways. Poole’s 
was a tumultuous and creative life, 
and whether dishing up Broadway 
backstage or the porn world 
demimonde, his book is stuffed 
with fascinating tales. A great big 
thanks to Wakefield for this book. 
I read it twice. ▼

I their careers, bands such as 
Collective Soul, Squirrel Nut 
Zippers, and The Wallflowers 
know that they can’t rest on their 
laurels, especially since each of 
their previous discs were commer¬ 
cial or critical successes. With the 
pressure on, full blast, these bands 
can only top their own popularity. 

Once they found a sound that 
worked for them, as they did on 
1995’s self-titled disc, Collective 
Soul has continued to hone it on 
three subsequent albums, includ¬ 
ing Blender (Atlantic), their latest. 
Crunchy guitars, percussive beats 
bordering on dance music, and 
programming separate Collective 
Soul’s brand of Southern college 
rock. It takes a while to get to the 
album’s most interesting tracks. 
“Perfect Day” features Elton John 
on vocals and piano, and is a pleas¬ 
ant pop song with a catchy chorus 
and Antonio L.A. Reid supplying 
“hand claps.” Even better is “After 
All,” which features restrained vo¬ 
cals by Ed Roland, and a beat that 
encourages toe-tapping. 

Squirrel Nut Zippers were a 
much-needed breath of fresh air 
during the swing music revival 
that began a couple of years ago. 
The departure of vocalist Tom 
Maxwell following the band’s 
huge hit single “Hell” must have 
been quite a blow, but they’re back

tion in Fraenkel’s first gallery of 
the work of Robert Adams.

“I’ve 
Been Delivered” sounds like a new 
direction for the band, and the 
beautiful “Witness” is an unex¬ 
pected pleasure. The Wallflowers’ 
Springsteen jones (which we got a 
taste of on “6th Avenue 
Heartache”) surfaces again on 
“Up from Under,” while “Murder 
101” is a clever two-and-a-half- 
minute pop song. 


human forms displayed on verti¬ 
cal pedestals like a forest. But 
upon closer inspection, the work 
of the Oakland ceramic artist, 
who has developed a cultlike fol¬ 
lowing, reveals the finesse of her 
technique.

Rage Against The Machine 
probably has the least to prove of 
any of the bands in this column. 
In fact, even after the departure of 
lead vocalist Zack de la Rocha, the 
band could still achieve consider¬ 
able chart success with their new 
album Renegades (Epic). A tribute 
to musical renegades in the rock 
and hip hop genres, this album 
may prove to be the band’s most 
accessible.

mously bulbous forms hang from 
a wooden hanger, suggesting ei¬ 
ther breasts and/or testicles.

it advisable to attend the pre-con¬ 
cert lecture two years ago.

There are some lovely touches 
throughout the long score, and 
there are some annoying ones, 
too, though the audience found 
the inclusion of a particularly 
loud siren more amusing than I 
did. The movements are seamless, 
but the closing part is a delightful

summation, and the guideposts 
supplied by the conductor at the 
top certainly helped everyone’s 
comprehension. Holloway was in 
attendance, and while he didn’t 
show it, he must have been some¬ 
what surprised at the crowd’s 
rowdy acceptance of his densely 
written showpiece. I suspect much 
of the credit was due to Tilson 


Thomas’ careful priming. 

Local favorite, pianist Garrick 
Ohlsson occupied the entire sec¬ 
ond half of the bill with his hearty 
man’s performance of the Piano 
Concerto No. 2 in B-flat major, 
Opus 83 by Brahms. This is a 
monumental work, and Ohlsson, 
with his imposing presence, 
strong touch and extrovert inter¬ 
pretation, was a perfect match. He 
blazed his way through even the 
most thickly orchestrated patches, 
never fading to obscurity. It was 
not that he lacks poetic insight — 
the slow movement was testament 
to that — but that he can actually 
impose some of his own person¬ 
ality on a score that sounds so es¬ 
sentially like the composer. 

It was good to have MTT back 
again, too. The pretty seasonal 
decorations at Davies Hall appro¬ 
priately coincide with his return. 
This week, countertenor David 
Daniels performs, with the mae¬ 
stro, some interesting music of 
Ravel and Berlioz. The concert 
will also include Rachmaninoff’s 
Symphony No. 2. ▼

Firm stance 

If you find the success of a 


book of male nudes is dependent 
on the number or quality of the 
erections it depicts, then 20 Men 
by a German photographer 
whimsically named Kingdome 19 
is the book of the year. 

Kingdome 19 reassures us that 
his work is Art by tinting his 
monochromes, distressing and 
manipulating the negatives, and 
applying overlays of text. Al¬ 
though I’m firmly of the school 
that thinks an erection is Art, pe¬ 
riod, the results here are won- 
drously successful for all the ef¬ 
fort. In these photos, in which
